The reason Yates and Miller selected with 
great care the Gve’men who were to make 
this investigation came out. Nearly every 
one of these five would do everything in his 
‘power to screen Yates and Lorimer, and if 
need be make Miller, in the parlance of the 
turf, “ the fall guy.” 

Gist of Miller’s Testimony. 

Here is the gist of what Miller testified to 
before the committee last night and this 
morning. He said he was standing a few 
nights ago at the foot of the main stairs in 
the Leland hotel, after supper, when some 
man, whose face was familiar but whose 
name he did not know, came up to him and 
engaged him in conversation about the street 


lear bills. ‘This man said to Miller that the 


Mueller bill was greatly desired, and that a 
strong effort would be made to passit. He 
told Miller that there was money behind it- 
for anybody who would vote for it. 

Miller testified that he gave the matter no 
special heed at the time, and thet the man in 
question wae not a member of the legislature, 
and while he could not give his name his 
features were familiar, but he had thought 
so little about it that he had made no effort 
to locate the man or to ascertain his identity. 


Tells of Second Attempt, 

Miller then testified that a night, or prob- 
ably two, afterward, as he was standing in 
the hotel rotunda, about 8 or 9 o'clock at 
night, another man, whom he had seen, came 
up to him and after extending the compli- 
ments of the evening brought up the street 


Miller had heard from the other fellow a night 
or two before. The second party said the 
Mueller bill was greatly desired and if the 
bill could be gotten up, brought to a roll call, 
and put through the legislature there was un- 
doubtedly plenty of money to accomplish the 
result. 

Miller did not know who this man was, any 
more.than that his face looked as if it be- 
longed to Springfield. He did not know him 
as a member of the house, or as a member of 
the senate, or as an officer of either body. 
He said he gave no special attention to the 
talk, treating it in a casual way. He said 
he had not seen either of the men since, so 
far as he knew, and as in the first instance 
he made no effort to identify the second man. 
He did not regard it at the time as an improp- 
er act-on the part of either of the men, but 
simply as loose talk or gossip, and was in- 
clined to let both propositions go at that. 

One importdnt thing brought out by the 
committee while cross examining the speaker 
was that in spite of the fact he set forth in 
his statement that the reason he had sent 
the Lindly bill through the house under the 
gavel was because he was “ fully convinced ” 
that an attempt had been made to bribe him, 
still he had not arrived at that conviction 
unttil persuaded of it by a conference in the 
governor’s office, and that conference had 
peer held after the gavel work had been done. 

Tells of Mysterious Letter. 

Miller said he went to his room on the 
night of the second talk, about 10 o’clock, 
his bedroom being on the parlor floor of 
the jand hétel.

WORLD'S PAIR SPIRIT 


CITIZENS TO BE AWAKENED FOR 
BEAUTIFUL CHICAGO. 


Commercial Club Will Appoint Com- 
mittee te Selve the Problem of Mu- 
micipal Attractiveness ~ Franklin 
MacVeagh Says There Has Been 
Stagnation in Everything Tending 


Chicago to be regenerated into a city beau- 
tiful by means of a great citizens’ commit- 
tee, such as achieved the world’s fair; was 


the proposal made hy Fletcher Dobyns at the 
Commercial 


club dinner last night at the 
Auditorium. The suggestion was greeted 
with enthusiasm, and a resolution was passed 
directing President Martin A. Ryerson to ap- 
point a committee of nine members of the 


It was the last meeting of the club this 
season. President Ryerson will name the 
committee this Week and instruct it to report 
at the first meeting in the autumn on the 
problem of making Chicago attr&ctive and 
interesting. The committee will have power 
to add any number of citizens to its mem- 
bership, and it is expected that a definite plan 
of operation will be mapped out during the 
summer. 

Mr. Dobyns’ speech, in. which he pointed 
out that the example of the world's fair 
committee should.be followed in creating a ; 
beautiful Chicago, followed a searching 
anatysis. of the city’s shortcomings delivered 
by Franklin MacVeagh. It was about the 
wonders of the Columbian exposition, created 
by a city that has since then failed to fulfill 
its promise, that Mr. MacVeagh’'s thoughts 
centered, 


Exhausted by World’s Feir Effort. 

“The situation In Chicago,” he said, “is 
one of serious, constant dissatisfaction. You 
hear the cry on every hand. The late cam- 
paign filted’the air with complaints of con- 
ditions. But we must be fair with Chicago. 
It is untrue to say that Chicago has stood 
still in the last ten years intellectually, as 
untrue as to say thet it has stood still com- 
mercially. There have been many advances 
in public improvements, such as the drain- 
age canal, the elévated system and loop, civil 
service and primary laws, and higher and 
primary education. 

** What, then, is the trouble? It is that 
there has been an absolute stagnation in the 
last ten years in all that goes to make a city 
attractive. Chicago astonished the world 
with the production of the Columbian expo- 
sition, and it was hoped that the city which 
gave such promises would go on with the 
work of creating a beautiful home. That 
hope has been blasted. The effort of the 
world’s fair seems to have left the city ex- 
hausted in this direction. 


‘ Stagnation in Parks. 

“ Nothing has been done with the parks, 
once the pride of Chicago, once the largest 
in area in the country in proportion to popu- 
lation, now the smalleit. The connections 
of the boulevard system begun thirty years 
ago are today unfinished. Since the world’s 
fair only one theater has been built, and 
nothing Nas’ bed done to m&ke this a theat- 


nical center: There are scareely any more 


hotels today than then. The streets never 
Their condition is such 
that the people are rising in righteous in- 
dignation to demand their betterment. The 
transportation system is infinitely worse 
than ever. 3 

** So it is that what has not stagnated has 
gone from bad to worse. The result is that 
the city is failing to fulfill its mission, and 
for that sin it is being punished. It showed 
&t the time of the world’s fair the capacity 
to become a great city—not merely a big 
city. It must answer to the needs of thirty 
surfounding states. Once people flocked 
from these states to Chicago by the thou- 


‘sands. Now they have ceased to come and 


Chicago has become a feeder to New York. 
People Pass Chicago By. 


“This city is raising men and creating 
wealth for New York, This is the punish- 
ment for a city that fails to live the life of a 
metropolis. People who are In search of cul- 
‘ture and comfort pass Chicago by. The citi- 
zens of Chicago who are entitled to the ad- 
vantages of metropolitan life are denied 
them. Year by year we are losing an impor- 
tant element of our population because Chi- 
cago is not interesting enough to hold them 
and not interesting enough to attract stran- 
gers to fill their places. 

“The reason that Chicago cannot get a 
respectful hearing from the legislature of 
its own state is that Chicago does not re- 
spect itself. It does not give itself a respect- 
ful hearing. A man who doesn’t tie his shoe- 
strings doesn’t get a respectful hearing. 
Chicago doesn’t take care of itself. By all 
the standards by which great cities are 
judged Chicago is deficient, and till we cease 
to be deficient we will not get a fair hearing. 
Yet I feel that the beginning of better things 
is at hand. Chicago is facing a new era; itis 
confronted now by a new sphere of metro- 
politan life.’’ | 


STUDENTS CAPTURE A TRAIN. 


Damage Clark Street Cars and Refuse to 
Pay Fares, but Flee When Po- 
lice Are Called. 


Two hundred students from the North Di- 
vision High school took possession of a cable 
train last night, held the doors, damaged the 
interior of the cars, and defied the conductor 
to collect their fares. The North Clark street 
line was tied up for a few minutes until the 
young men fied. 

The students boarded the car at Madison 
and Dearborn streets, filled every seat and 
the aisles, forced the conductors outside, and 
then shouted: 

Come on, collect our fares.”’ 

When Illinois street was reached the stu- 
dents had wrought havoc inside the cars, 
tearing down window curtains, destroying 
advertisements, and breaking one or two 
windows. 

“This car goes no farther until the fares 
are paid,” declared the conductor. “I'll get 
them if I have to tie up the whole system and 
call out the police force.” 

The students escaped before the arrival of 
the patrol wagon. One conductor, William 
Harrington, claims to have the names of the 
ringleaders and says he will swear out war- 
rants for their arrest tomorrow morning.

Washington, D. C., April 25.—[{Special,j— 
Russia was called upon today by the United 
States government to explain its purpose in 
regard to Manchuria and to define its de- 
mands that no more Manchurian ‘ports be 
opened, and that no more foreign consule be 
recognized in that province. 

A strong protest has been sent to China 
against ite acquiescence in the demand that 
its sovereignty over Manchuria be ceded to 
Russia. Secretary Hay, with the approval 
of President Roosevelt, and in his name, 
telegraphed to Ambassador McCormick at 
St. Petersburg and to Minister Conger at 
Pekin to lay the contents of the dispatches 
before the governments to which they are 
accredited. 

As indicated in these dispatches last night, 
the United States will resist strenuously, 
diplomatically, of course, the purpose of Rus- 
sia to acquire Chinese territory and to pre 
vent the opening of the ports of Nukden and 
Takushan, to which, according to the treaty , 
now being negotiated between the United 
States and China, the “ open qoor ” principle 
was to be applied. 

Excluding of Consuls Annoys. 

Russia's attitude in excluding American ; 
consuls from Manchuria is particularly ob- 
jectionable to the Unitéd States. While all 
the nations undoubtedly will protest against 
Russia’s action, the United States will act 
alone in the effort to bring about at least a 
modification of the treaty Russia has pre-

the United States would deal with Russia and 
China upon its individual responsibility as a 
nation. Great Britain and Japan will act 
jointly, but nothing that can, by any possi- 
bility, be construed into even un understand: | 
ing or a supposition that the United States 
has entered into an alliance or coUperation 
with Japan, England, or any other nation 
against Russia’s policy in Manchuria will be 
done. 

‘Cassini- Denies Intent to Harm. 

Count Caseini, the Russian ambaseador, 
who is ill, addressed a note to Secretary Hay 
today, in which he said: 

“ There is nothing inimical to the interests 
of the United States in the far east in Rus- 
sia’s attitude.” 

Count Cassini also gave assurances that. 
the course of his government is designed to 
prev a repetition of the boxer troubles 
and that the pledges given by it to the United 
States that American trade interests would 
be respected and the territorial integrity of 
China would be preserved are still in force 
and will be adhered to. 

These assurances, which are diametrically 
opposed to the terms of the treaty Russia is 
trying to force China to sign, were given 
by, Count Cassini on his own responsibility, 
as he has not yet heard from his government. 
While. the assurances of the count are given 
credence by the stete department officials, 
the United States desires more explicit in- 
formation, and for thie reason inquiries will 
be made through Ambassador McCormick, 


Other Powers Still Silent. 


No communication in regard to the Rus- 
sian demands has been received by the 
secretary of state from England, Germany, 
or France. Great Britain's attitudeis known 
‘to be practically similar to that of the 
United States, although she may be willing 
to go to greater extremes in a coalition with 
Japan to prevent the agcomplishment of the 
Russian scheme. As for Germany, its posi- 
tion was made known at the time when, in 
giving adherence to the principle of the 
“open door ” and the preservation of China’s 
territorial integrity, the emperor's govern- 
ment declared that the contract entered into 
between the powers in these respects was not 
to be construed as applying to Rusisa’s 
concern in Manchuria, which was so great 
and peculiar as to give that government a 
superior interest in the Chinese province. 

It may be expected, thérefore, that Ger- 
many will hold aloof from the efforts of other 
nations to prevent Russia from» obtaining 
permanent control of Manchuria. Baron 
von Sternburg, the German minister, saw 
Secretary Hay on other business today, 
but he took advantage of the occasion to 
discuss the Manchurian situation informally. 


‘England Holds Affair Serious. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 25.—The Russian demands 
on China in respect to Manchuria are looked 
upon here as the matter of the greatest im- 
portance now confronting the foreign of- 
fice, reopening in the most serious fashion 
the whole question of the relations of the 
European powers, the United States, and 


The attitude taken by the London press, 
as shown in this ‘morning’s cables, in no 
Way exaggerates the public feeling here, 
which with practical unanimity regards Rus- 
sia’s action as the grossest breach of faith. 

‘That Russia intended that it would be the 
dominant influence in Manchuria is recog- 
nized generally, but the present ultimatum 
comes as a shock. The only attempt at miti- 
gation put forward by a few is the suggestion 
that it may merely be the preface to bar- 
gaining on the oriental principal that ‘the 
asking price is greatly in excess of what the 
vender is prepared to accept, but, as they 
stand, Russia’s demands are considered to 
infringe the two principles whereto all the 
interested powers are pledged—namely: the 
policy of the open door and the preservation 
of the integrity of China. 

Recent trustworthy dispatches from China 
point out that at Newchwang itself there is 
no Russian trade or shipping, while the vol- 
ume of British, American, and Japanese 
trade represent a capitalized value of many, 
millions. Moreover, Russia has been making 
full use of the present occupation to divert 
this.

FIND CAUSE OF SMA 


HARVARD MEDICAL MAN READY 
TO ANNOUNCE DISCOVERY. 


Details of the Research Which Result- 
-eda in Exposing Origin of Diseaso 
| Will Be Given at a Metting of Phy- 
 giefans on Tuesday—Protozoa, the 
Lowest Form of Animal Life, Is Re- 
sponsible for the Mach Dreaded 
Scourge—Scientists Interested.

Boston, Mass., April 25.—{Special.]—There 
will be announced at a meeting of physicians 
at Harvard Medica! school Tuesday even- 
ing the most important medical discovery 
ever made in Boston. Dr. William Thomas 
Councilman ‘will inform his professional! as- 
sociates in the Boston Society of Medical 
Sciences that he and his assistants have 
ascertained the cause of smallpox. 

The doctor will give the conclusions ar- 
rived at after months of investigation, re- 
search, and experiment, and will demon- 
strate that the germ which causes small- 
pox has been determined absolutely. 

The details of the investigation, together 


ing protozoa, the organism which produces 
that highly contagious disease, will be fur- 
| nished to the medical men by the discoverer. 


| Physicians Are Enthusiastic. . 

The, few members of the profession who 
have been made aware of the nature of Dr. 
Councilman’s achievement are most enthu- 
siastic, and they declare that it is one of 
the really great medical discoveries. 

This discovery will redound to the ever- 
lasting credit of the pathological depart- 
ment of Harvard medical school, as Dr. 
Councilman is the Shattuck professor of 
pathological anatomy there. 

Dr. Councilman this evening was asked 
to give some of the details of his investiga- 
tion, but he would go no farther than to ad- 
mit the fact that the cause of smallpox was 
known definitely. 

Protozoa Held Responsible. 

Througr Dr. Councilman’s invéstigatioh 
the world has derived the knowledge that 
the cause of smallpox is a protoza, the low- 
eet form of animal Nfe, and this is respon- 
sible for the highly contagious character of 
the disease. A protozoa is distinguished 
from the bacilfus, as the latter is a vegetable 
organism, while the former belongs to the 
animal kingdom. The investigation of small- 
pox, therefore, properly belongs to the de- 
partment of pathology rather than to the 
Gepartment of bacteriology. 

This accomplishment of Dr. Councilman 
was made possible by the outbreak of smail- 
pox in and about Boston more than a year 
ago. It gave him the opportunity for in- 
vestigation and provided him with the ma- 
terial for observation. Dr. Counciiman and 
his assistants obtained the skin of afflicted 
persons in the various stages of development 
an@® virulence, and these numerous speci- 
mens, with the other exhibits secured, were 
examined under the microscope. 

Long Work to Find Organism. | 

This was a labor of months, for to detect 
the organism responsible for the disease 
they must find one that was present in every 
ease of smallpox. To determine its form 
and condition required a scrutiny of every 
manifestation of smallpox it was possible to 
obtain from the patients. 

After the physicians had satisfied them- 
selves as to the character of the organism 
they had detected, the task was far from ac- 
complished. Before they could say that it 
was the smallpox protozoa they had first 
to demonstrate that an animal inoculated 
with that particular organism would exhibit 
all the manifestations of smallpox. 

It is uhderstood that Dr. Councilman and 
his assistants made experiment after experi- 
ment upon such animals as are known to be 
susceptible to smalipox, inoculating them 
with the organiam, and that the reshlit wasa 
complete substantiation of their theory as 
to the cause of smallpox. 

This has been one of the important stages 
of the investigation, and the manifestations 
were so positive that all who have been 
tcld of the results of the experiments assured 
Dr.. Councilman that it was impossible that 
any error had been made in reaching his 
conclusions. 

While the establishment of the etiology of 
smallpox is itself of great value, it is expected 
that Dr. Councilman’s discovery will lead 
to revelations regarding the cause of other 
and kindred diseases the chief manifestation 
of which is in the skin. | 

Dr. Councilman is about 45 years old, and 
already is well known in his profession.

Two more prisoners escaped from Fort 
Sheridan yesterday afternoon, and though a 
squad of cavalry searched the woods till 
dark the fugitives were not caught.

NEW LINE UP POR PARTY. 


JUDICIAL CONVENTION GIVES 
SIGNS OF COMING CHANGE. 


Movement Looking to Minimising of 


-‘Lorimer’s Power in Local Politics— 


Leaders Lay Stewart's Defeat to Op- 
position to Present Domination— 
Vote of Ward Delegations on Four- 
teen Candidates Taken as Indicat- 
ing Sentiment for a Realignment. 


The judicial convention gave indications of 
a coming readjustment in the republican or- 
ganization of Chicago and Cook county. That 
a movement looking to the minimizing of 
William Lorimer’s power in local] politics is 
contemplated has been known for several 
weeks. . 

Such a plan was talked of by certain party 
leaders during the recent. municipal cam- 
paign, when every one who was working for 
the success of Graeme tSewart became con- 
vinced that Lorimerism iwas the heaviest load 
the ticket had to carry. Members of the 
campaign committee have said to their 
friends since April 7 that but for Lorimer 
Mr. Stewart would have been elected. 

Not only did the republican ticket lose votes 
in large republican wards that should have 
been cast for it, but the polticians are able 
to show that the so-called Lorimer wards 
failed to do their duty. This is true of the 
south town, which takes ifn the first five 
wards, and which E. J. Magerstadt claims to 
represent. It is charged thet in the Fourth 
ward, where he lives, Mr. Magerstadt did 
absolutely nothing to secure votes for the 
mayoralty candidate. The same complaint 
has been set up against John Cooke and 
Joseph Bidwill. Even Mr. Lorimer’s home 
ward, the Thirty-fourth, went for Carter 
H. Harrison, though he insisted all along that 
it would give Stewart a majority. Because of 
Lorimer 10.000 republican voters in the Sixth, 
Seventh, Twenty-fifth, and Twenty-sixth 
wards refused to go to the polls.

Any leader who cares to analyze 
the figures will see that the Hyde Park, the 
town of Lake, the Lake View, and certain 
of the northwest wards acted along practic- 
ally the same line. Whether this was the re- 
sult of any understanding is, of course, not 
known. It can be stated, and on the best 
of authority; that the movement is not to be 
hastened. It wilf be worked out gradually 
and on a sure foundation.. There will be no 
more elections after the judicial one, June 
1, until next year, so the proposition is to 
be in shape to make a winning fight for the 
national, state, and county tickets in 1904. 

In the gossip attention was called to the 
fact that Lorimer opposed the consolidation 
of the city and county governments when 
the constitutional amendment was taken 
up by a number of the local politicians who 
worked for its passage. He did that, it was 


claimed, because Chicago would then be- 


come. a republican city, whether he wanted 
it or not. The country towns have an aver- 
age republican majority of at least 17,000, 
and some place it at 20,000. Add th and 
their vote to the city and the repubil ns 
would have a big advantage. The arguinent 
used was that Lorimer wants to keep them 
apart and get credit for having something 
to give him recognition in the state machine. 
While the city may and does go democratic 
at state elections, the country towns save 
the county for the republican ticket.

Reform Cry Solely for Effect, 

The Bulgarian and Macedonian insurrec- 
tionists raise the reform cry solely for outside 
effect. No greater disappointment could 
come to them than to see genuine reforms in- 
troduced under Turkish auspices, volun- 
tarily or otherwise. They aspire to nothing 
short of independence, although usually they 
veil their ambition under the term autonomy.

REIGN OF TERROR IN FINLAND. 


New Law Giving Power to Banish With- 
out Trial Is Enforced by the Mili- 
tary Authorities. . 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. |] 

HELSINGFORS, April 25.—A black day in 
the history of Finland was yesterday. It 
witnessed the inauguration of a reign of ter- 
ror which by the ordinance of April 2 and 
the rescript of April 9 Gen. Bobrikoff had 
been authorized to establish. ‘ 

““We have been free men for 700 years,” | 
said a well known Finn this morning, ‘ but 
today we become Russian serfs.’" 

Brobrikoff returned to Finland with au- 
thority to drive out without legal process 
any one whose presence in the country he 
considered objectionable. The first four vic-| 
tims on Wednesday were Count Manner- 
heim and Messrs. Castren, Hamelstam, and 
Wolff. The young count’s house wae sur- 
rounded by the police and detectives at 7 
o'clock in the morning and he was presented 
with a document signed by Gen. Kaigorodo®, 
governor of Nyland, ordering him to leave 
the country within seven days. 

No term is fixed for the banishment, but 
in the event that he returns without per- 
mission he will be transported to anywhere 
in Russia that Brobrikoff chooses. 

This banishment is regarded as an act of 
private revenge by Kaigorodoff, who a year 
ago forced himself into a private concert 
given by the countess in behalf of charity. 
The count requested him to leave, pointing 
out that admission was by invitation. 

Wolff is a, brother of a British vice consul! 
who was dismissed at the request of the 
Russian government. 

Wolff's house was surrounded by 150 dra- 
goons and searched at2a.m. Nothing was 
found, as he always kept aloof from politics.

CRUISER COLORADO AFLOAT: _ 
BIGGEST SHIP IN NEW NAVY. 


First Class Armored ‘Vessel Launched 
at Philadelphia Is to Have Speed of 
an Ocean Liner—Has Heavy Guns. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 25.—[{Special.}—The 
first class armored cruiser Colorado, the larg- 
est.and mos¢ powerful warship in the Unit 
States nayy, was launched from Cramp’'s 
yards here today. The Colorado cost $3,780,- 
vvuoO and carries four eight inch guns, each of 
which can be fired every fifty seconds, and 
fourteen six Inch guns, each of which can 
be fired three times a minute.. The cruiser is 
502 feet long and will carry a fighting force 
of nearly 700 men, and is to have the speed of 
an Atlantic liner, twenty-two knots an hour. 

The launching took place in the presence of 
a distinguished gathering of officials from 
Washington and the state of Colorado, in- 
cluding the entire congressional delegation. 
Miss Cora May Peabody, daughter of Gov. 
Peabody of Colorado, broke the bottle of wine 
on the prow of the cruiser as it glided down 
the ways at 12:35 into the Delaware river. 

The cruiser Colorado is of a new class of 
vessels added to the American navy. It.is 
an armored cruiser of the first class, yet it 
‘bears.the name of a state, an honor for- 
merly only accorded battleships. The great 
warship is 502 feet long, 50 feet 6 inches wide, 
with a draft of 24 feet Ginches. The speed 
requirement calls for twenty-two knots an 
hour for four consecutive hours. The vessel 
is fitted with twin screws, twin triple ex- 
pansion engines, which must develop 23,000 
indicated horse-power. 

The fighting force of the Colorado is cen- 
tered principally in two batteries. It, will 
carry a main battery of four up to date eight 
inch and fourteen six inch rapid fire rifles, a 
seconcary battery of eighteen foyr pounders 
and twelve three pounders, and a supple- 
mental force of eight one pounders, two field 
pieces, two machine guns, and six automatic 
guns; for service on the bridges and in the 


tops.

Praise for the Pioneers. 


In his speech at Alliance the president 
referred to the work accomplished by the 
early pioneers. 

“Honor to all good citizens,” he said. 
“But honor, most of all, to the men who 
took the lead in taming the shaggy wilder- 
ness, to the trail blazers, to the men who 
marked out that earliest of highways the 
spotted Hine, the blazed trail, the men who 
first on horseback steered across the great 
lonely plains. 

“To you from the Black hills who, com- 
ing here in 1876, developed the wonderful 
mines of that region and have built up in 
what was then an Indian haunt, wilderness, 
cities like Deadwood, and Lead, it has fallen 
to your lot to see one of the great epoch feats 
of the century, you are among that body 
of men who conquered a continent for a race 
and a people; who did your full share in 
making the nineteenth century the most 
wonderful upon which the sun has ever 
shone. 

“ The pioneer days have gone, but the need 
of the old pioneer virtues remains the same 
as ever. You won, and you could only win 
because you had in you the stuff out of which 
strong men are made. Of the day of 1876 
here in the Black hills the room for the 
weakling or the coward was small and now 
the man who will do decent work here must 
be the man that has got the stuff in him.”’ 


Brief Stop at Newcastle. 

At Newcastle,.Wyo., where a half hour stop 
was made earlier in the day, the stand from 
which the president spoke was gayly dec- 
crated, a stuffed bear and deer standing 
or either side and a large stuffed eagle sur- 
mounting the top.

“‘ Nothing can take the place of those qual- 
ities in the average man,” he said. ‘‘ There 
are other countries with institutions like 
those of our great republic which, neverthe- 
less, have failed to come up to the standard 
we have set because they did not have the 
man back of the law. Just as on the battle- 
field it is the man behind the gun who counts 
mest, so in civil life it is the average citizen 
back of the law who counts most.

“We must have clean and decent govern- 
ment, we must have good laws, we must have 
decent officials to make and to execute the 
| laws; if we donot it is your own fault. . 

“In closing let me just repeat one thing. 
There is noroyal road to prosperity any more 
than there is any royal road to good govern- 
ment. Good government does not come by 
any special genius or brilliancy. Prosperity 
comes not by any juggling with the laws.. It 
comes by. the constant exercise on the part 
of the individual of those qualities which 
,each of us recognizes as making a desirable 
citizen of our neighbor in private life.”

Law’s Limitations Are Such That Sal- 
aries Are Inadequate, So Illegal 
Amounts Are Voted. 


Evanston is confronted by the alternative 
of disobeying the iaw or being without town- 
ship officers. If the law is observed the town 
collector, instead of receiving a comfortab‘e 
salary, will have to pay for the privilege of 
holding the office; the assessor will have his 
salary cut in half, the town clerk will have 
8 per cent lopped off of his pay, and the 
board of auditors will receive only half of 
their present stipend. 

The trouble lies with the state law, which 
does not contemplate a township of the size 
and wealth of*Evanston. The law allows the 
town collector 2 per cent of the taxes he col- 
lects, but provides that he shall not receive 
more than $1,500 a year and makes no pro- 
vision for Ris expenses, which alone amount 
to more than $1,500. 


the record of Wesley L. Knox, a recent col- 
lector, who collected $219,000 for the town- 
ship. Mr. Knox retained $728.05, which the 
town meeting ordered him to pay over. This 
he did under protest, but the last town meet- 
ing voted to return him the amount and to 
pay the collector this year 2 per cent on all 
the taxes collected. This action virtually in- 
dorsed the illegal practice of paying the col- 
lectors the full 2 per cent, and the Municipal 
association is preparing to take action.

Watson Is Thrown at Oakland and Sus- 
tains Frectured Skull—Another 
Rider Dies. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 25.—Another acci- 
dent that may result fatally occurred at 
Oakland today. In the two mile race Lea- 
royd, when opposite the grand stand, stum- 
bled.and fell. ‘Watson was thrown heavily 
to the ground and before he could arise was 
struck by the fiying hoofs of another horse. 

‘He was picked up in an unconscious condi- 
tion, suffering from a fractured skull. The 


attending surgeon expressed little hope for 


his recovery: 
Unexpectedly the injuries to Jockey Earl, 
who was ‘hurt yesterday, proved fatal. 
boy. lapsed into unconsciousness and died 
last night from concussion of the brain.

Hanticap of the Opening Day, with 
$3,000 Added, Is the Richest Stake

Wednesday afternoon the real racing 
season in this vicinity will be opened.at the 
Worth Yacetrack.

In other particulars, too, the Worth meet- 
ing marks the beginning of the legitimate 
turf season at Chicago more than it did last 
year. There fs a first class stake event for 
the opening day, when the Worth handicap 
at one mile and a sixteenth will be run. As 
$3,000 is added this event would naturally 
draw good horses to the track, and it has

richest turf prize ever hung up at a Chicago 
track so early in the season.

Ann Arbor Men Capture Chief 
Event at the Pennsylva- 
nia Carnival. 


CHICAGO TEAM IS FIFTH. 


Hyde Park Boys First in the Na- 
tional Championship for 
High Schools. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 25.—[Special. ]—As 
a climax of an afternoon of great sport the 
Michigan university relay team won the four 
mile college championship race in a magnifi- 
cent finish with Yale at the University, of 
Pennsylvania carnival, on Franklin field. 
The crowd was only limited by the accommo- 


____| dations of the fleld. Every seat waa occU~. 
pled, in spite of threatening weather.» Fer- 


tunately, the rain held off until the close of 
one of the greatest meetings ever held on 
track and field. 

The four mile championship was only one 
of many features of the day. The 100 yard 
dash, which Schick of Harvard won from 
Hahn of Michigar and Blair, the fleetfooted 
Chicago sprinter, was another. 

The appearance of the western athletes 
from Michigan, Chicago, and Wisconsin 
added zest to the sport, for it pitted the 
best of the west against the pick of the east. 
Honors were pretty evenly divided, and the 
westerners have no reason to believe the east- 
erners are their superiors. 

These college events, were of no greater 
interest than the races between the school 
boys. In those contests the competition was 
just as keen. In the high school cham pion- 
ship relay the west was pitted againet the. 
east and south. Here the westerners repre-

go forged to the front, wresting the race 
from the Brooklyn and Washington boys

There were also a number of special events 
on the field in which Yale’s heavy man 
showed up well, but there were several dark 
horses which stepped in and fooled the old 
stagers. It was this uncertainty and. the 
closeness of the competition that made en- 
thusiasm run high. 

The track was not in the best of shape, 
but was better than it was expected to be, 
considering «that half of it has just been 
‘built and has not:had a chance to pack down. 
Under the circumstances the times made 
can be called excellent, although no records 
‘were broken or even equaled. 

The feature event of the day was the four 
mile championship relay race. This was 
the star event because of the number.of 
entries, the colleges represented, and the 
terrible uncertainty.

No more positive demonstration of the gio- 
rious uncertainties of the grand old national 
90a can be had than is furnished by the 
velopments in both the American and Na- 
tlonal leagues so far this season. Here is 
the spectacle of Cleveland and Cincinnati, 
two teams which were dimost universally 


tall end of their respective races, while Chi- 
®a2g0 and Detroit, which were counted out of 
the American league race altogether, and 
Pittsburg, which was presumed to be too se- 
riously weakened to make a winning fight in 
the old league, got the jump and started off 
like Derby candidates in a selling race. 

But there is no other lesson than the afore- 
said uncertainty to be Grawn from this state 
ofaffairs. There is no certainty, for instance, 
that Cleveland and Cincinnati will not give 
Ohio'a chance to boast of two pennant win- 
ners, as Pennsylvania is doing, nor that Chi- 
cago and Pittsburg, or any other old clubs, 
will not adorn the last place when the day 
of the sere and yellow leaf comes. Estimates 
based on the showings made so far this sea- 
gon are as foolhardy as those of midwinter. 

Tt te true results show that the fans and 
scribes of the Ohio cities, aided and abetted 
by lots of others, have probably overesti- 
mated the strength of the two teams of 
stars which represent Cincinnati and 
Cleveland, and that the same people 
have overestimated the weakening proc- 
ess to which Pittsburg and Chicago 
were subjected by the fortunes of war, 
put the luck of the game is too great 
to make possible any conclusions based on 
the first week of any baseball campaign. It 
ie this element of luck, which gives every 
team a chance and every fan a hope for many 
weeks of the year, that makes the game what 
it is—the greatest and most enduring sport 
in the United States of America. 

‘All sorts of explanations have been sought 
for the surprisingly poor start made by the

Cincinnati team. but the most credible one 
weems to have been furnished by one of the 
players of the Pittsburg club. Condition 
Plays the most important part in the early 
games, and by that is meant not so much the 
condition which counts in July as that which 
counts in April. Otto Kruger of the Pirates 
pointed out the fact that the reds trained in 
Augusta, where it was hot, and got into the 
pink of condition for July weather, then came 
north and began playing in weather worse 
than March. The Pirates, on the other hand, 
trained at Hot Springs, where the thermom- 
eter is thirty degrees lower than Augusta. 
They had cold, chilling weather to contend 
with, and. while far from being “in the pink 
of condition.’ they were far better suited to 
playing in the kind of atmosphere that has 
been dished outsofar. The change from 
gusta to Cincinnati stiffemed up the reds, 
while the Pirates experienced little change 
and were hardened to any old kind of weather. 

The same argument applies to the White 
Stockings and St. Louis browns. for, although 
Comiskey took his men to Aiabama at first, 
he gave them. a fortnight of work in the 
weet, where they had enough different kinds 
of weather to toughen any one’s muscles. 
And during that time the browns were kept 
farther south. But the argument does not 
hold good in the case of Cleveland and De- 
troit, both of’ which went south for condi-, 
tioning. 


Fiowever, it is. perfectly fair to draw the 
eonciusion that spring training trips to 
warm climates are a snare and a delusion, 
with no reason for their continuance except 
as a junket for the players and for senti- 
mental reasons. The suggestion made in 
these columns some weeks ago to put the 
money spent on trips into baseball “‘ cages” 
and train the players in their home climates 
‘found favor with one magnate, and he is the 
wisest of the bunch. Comiskey is not in 
favor of any more southern trips, and recalls 
the fact, perhaps forgotten, that the old St. 
Louis browns, of which he was the leader, 
‘gid their training under somewhat similar 
eonditions. His ‘‘cage’’ in those days was 
a handball court located near the playing 
grounds, and there the invincible browns of 
the ’80s got into condition when the weather 
at St. Louis was too bad for outdoor work.

main here until May 25 and will entertain - 


every club in the league during the series. 
With any kind of weather this will be con- 
siderably to Comiskey's advantage and will 
give the team a chance to keep well in the 
race. All this time the Colts will be handi- 
capped by playing so many early games 
away from home. At the same time they 
are likely to get a better break from the 
weather man in the east than in Chicago.

as honest sportsmen and game fighters. St. 
Louis has shown some apathy, partly due

Various medal play schemes have been given 
trials, so there can be no objection to giving 
the method, which has been found to fill the 
bill in Great Britain, a trial. 

In New York the decision of the executive 
committee of the United States Golf as: ocla- 
tion to adopt theali match play for the men’s 
amateur championship has already brougho 
a small storm of objection. The proceedings 
at the meeting were kept secret and efforts 
to secure more details from the members of 


have proved futile. It was given out the de- 
cision was not unanimous, and the eastern 
critics are guessing that Chauncey and Heeb- 
ner voted for the retentiag of the qualifying 
round, while Windeler, Larkin, Bal.ou, and 
Martin, who Rad Taylor’s proxy, tavored the 
all match play method. 
Want List Published. 

What the objectors to the new method 
would like most of ail is the publication of 
the list of sixty persons asked for their 
opinions and their answers. Former Cham- 
pion Travis, who possesses quite a faculty 
for getting into golf arguments, has this to 
say on the subject: ‘ 

“ To abandon the system evolved in Amer- 
ica, which 1 believe was the ideal champion- 
ship test, seems to me a step backward. In 


to be in favor of it, it seems the committee 
has acted as if to play good golf unfiits a 
man's judgment as to how a championship 
should be played. It makes of great im- 
portance the list of those who have sup- 
ported match play, whose opinions have been 
upheld by the committee over the opinions 
of those who favoréd a qualifying round. 
The golfing public, 1 think, has a right to see 
these names.” 

The inference from this is that Mr. Travis 
has obtained the answers of several of the 
leading eastern players and believes the opin- 
jions of such men ought to have preference 
over those of men who are not likely to com- 
pete in the classic event of the year. It is 
quite likely a number of leading players also 
supported the all-match play method, and the 
publication of the answers would be highly 
interesting. It is fair to suppose none of the 
men who sent answers are opposed to having 
them made public. ’ 

As a resulc of the agitation in New York 
there is a possibility of a special meeting be- 
ing called to reconsider the matter. Such a 
meeting can be called at the request of three 
associate members. Judging by precédent 
the U. 8S. G. A. is likely to have its way, as 
it did in sending the amateur championship 
to Glenview, and the women’s event this 
year out west, in spite of numerous objec- 
tions.

The M, and M. stake at Detroit has only 
fourteen nominators, and while, under fa- 
vorable circumstances, it is possible for a 
fairly large field to start, the probabilities are 
tn favor of not more than four or five that 
have any chance to win facing the starter. 
Possibly as many more will score for the 
word in the big eyent, so that they may there- 
by become eligible for the consolation event, 
which follows the main race three or four 
days. |

CHANGE LACROSSE RULES. 


DELEGATES OF INTERVARSITY 
LEAGUE MAKE DECISION. 


Eastern University Team Will Now Be 
Able to Put Substitutes in the Game 
When a Player Is Hurt or Taken 
Out—Cornell Is Awarded the Cham- 
Pionshkip and Cup for the Season 


At a recent meeting of the Eastern Inter- 
university .Lacrosse league an . important 
change in the playing rules was made. Here- 
after captains may change the players of 
their team at any time during a game, but a 
new player cannot go on the field until the 
player whose place he takes has left it. A 
contestant nbving ofice left a game cannot 
return. 

By the adoption of this change section 16 
of rule 9 is obliterated. Heretofore in the 
case of an injury to a player the captain 
of an opposing team had the right to refuse 
to permit the playing of a substitutg, in 


y which case the opposing captain had to drop 


a player from his team so as to equalize the 
sides. An injured. player whose place was 
not taken by a substitute had the right to 
Cc. C. Miller, Columbia, 1891, and a member 
of the Crescent Athietic club's lacrosse team, 
was reélected president of the league. The 
other officers chosen were: Vice president, 
W. 8S. Finlay, Cornell; secretary, W. 8. Sug- 
den; and treasurer, John A. Vreeland, Penn- 
sylvania. 
The championship for 1902 was formally 
awarded to Cornell, with,a clean record of 
three games, defeating Harvard, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Columbia, the other teams in the 
league. .A cup emblematic of the champion- 
ship was also awarded to Cornell as its per- 
manent property.

line. The next day, with runs of from fifty 
to 186, he averaged close to twenty in about 
four hours’ play. His position play, draws, 
spreads, and. delicacy of touch were equal to 
that of any of the high class professionals. 
On Sunday Mullen took another whirl at the 
ivories and while no tab was kept on his aver- 
age he made a high run of 176 and a number 
of other runs close to the century mark. 

Mullen is without doubt the best cushion 
carom expert in the country and holds: the 
record average of ten in 300 points at that 
style of game. He made the record against 
Jake Schaefer in Cleveland a few years ago. 
Jake and the late Frank Ives were touring 
the country at the time. A proposition to 
play cushion caroms for $50 a game was made 
by one of Mullen’s friends and was accepted 
by Schaefer. Three games of 100 points each 
were played and won by Mullen. He ran out 
the first game in nine innings, the second in 
eleven, and the third in ten, giving him a 
grand average of ten. 

The next day Mullen took Ives into camp 
for several hundred dollars and that same 
night posted a forfeit of $500 to play Ives for 
$2,500 a side, but Ives, after making the 
proposition to play for that amount, never 
covered the forfeit. 

' Did hé care to devote his entire time to 
billiards, it is quite MWkely Mullen would be- 
come the champion billiard player of the 
world. As it is, he has a large business, be- 
ing a comparatively wealthy man, and to this 
he gives most of his time.

Impression Made by the 
Chief Executive. 

HIS SPEECHES APPROVED. 


Harmony and Peace His Theme, 


Although Some Claim He Is. 
Criticising Ministry.

PARIS, April 25.—President Loubet of 
France has been all week zigzagging about 
Algeria amid ‘general enthusiasm, which he 
justified, for that matter, by his tireless 
good humor. His speeches were full of gooa 
feeling and common sense and recommend 


insistence under the most varied forms of 


harmony and peace. 

These counsels, which he gives everywhere, 
even had ah echo in France, where the mod- 
erate republican papers profited by them. 
They declare that evidently Loubet, wits 
them at heart, is opposed to the majority 
of the party, which they call “ the block,” 
and which they charge is dominated by the 
socialists, to which the radicals replied that 
this is twisting, meaning that Loubet, whe 


for that matter is much too prudent to de- “ 


part from his constitutional réle, would crit- 
icise the ministry. 


Beginning of a Long Struggle. 

This is only the beginning, but it is evi- 
dent that sooner or later the president of 
the republic itself. will be impaired by the 
struggle which is going on between the two 
republican factions, the rthoderate and rad- 
ical, a struggle which the incidents attend- 
ing the application of the laws against 
the congregations are of a kind to render 
still more bitter. 

In many places the people’s feelings ex- 
cited the tumultuous scenes which marked 


the expulsion of the monks in 1880, They . 


had their counterstroke in the departmental 
assemblies, which were called the con- 
seils generaux, and which now are gathered 
together for their Easter sittings. In a cer- 
tain number of these assemblies the ma- 
jority is reactionary, taking occasion to ex- 
cite the opposition prefects, and a crowd 
would gather to add to the tumult inside, so 


as to make it necessary to order out the cav- 


alry. 

In other general councils the radicals had 
a majority. This is the case in a larger num- 
ber, and in them they avail themselves of 
the opportunity to pass motions congratu- 
lating the government on the firmness with 
which it is applying the laws of the congre- 
gations, 

Story of Chartreuse Monks. 

Certain incidents took place in Dauphiny 
at the foothills of the Alps, apropos of the fa- 
mous congregation known under the name of 
Chartreuse, who in the heart of the moun- 
tains and forests made’ from alcohol and 
herbs a liquor of universal reputation, called 
Chartreuse. These monks eat enormously,but 
do an enormous amount of good, too, in the 
country of which they are in a way feudal 
lords. 

The charities which they bestow in the dis- 
trict are estimated at no less than 2,500,000 
trancs ($500,000) yearly. It may be imagined 
that under these conditions they have a pow- 
erful party to defend them and it may also be 
imagined that they would be violently at- 
tacked by: the republicans, to combat whom 


they furnish and subsidize the newspapers. 


The phases of the struggle serve to keep 
up the public curiosity even in Parig; for 
quite a romance was invented on their aeé- 
count against the family of the president of 
the council of ministers and against the re- 
publican majority. Some said that M. Bdgar 
Combes, the son and chief clerk in the depart- 
ment of his father’s ministry of the interior, 
had asked of the Chartreuse monks 1,000,000 
francs ($200,000)by an intermediary, M. Ver- 
voort, and had promised them authorization 
in return. Others said that an envoy went to 
see the Chartreuse monks to ask them in the 
name of a group of the majority, not 1,000,000 
but 2,500,000 francs ($500,000) to replenish the 
election funds of this group. 


No Proof of Bribery Found. 

The matter went far enough for the law 
to take a hand. An investigation was begun 
and witnesses were heard, but as the facts 
are becoming clearer the memories of those 
who told of them are becoming dim, so that 
of the whole affair there only remain the 
calumnies and spiteful rumors. 

This does not make a fine chapter in the 
history of the French press, more so as 
the defenders of the Chartreuse fathers, dis- 
owned by them, are now saying that the 
Chartreuse monks are trying, by abandon- 
ing them, to save their compromised inter~ 
ests as liquor manufacturers. 

Next week brings a visit of the king of 
England, Edward VIL Some fools who be- 
long to the “ League of Patriots” already 
have recommenged the Parisians to make 
a disturbance over the royal guests. This 
impropriety, be it understood, has not been 
without its use, for it has excited general 
condemnatiog, which is shared by M. De- 
roulede himsélf from the depths of his exile, 
for he has declared that he dissociates 
himself from these givers of stupid advice.

The revision of the Messidor decree, which 
regulates state etiquette, undertaken by the 
cabinet, has proved a big piece of work. The 
commission appointed to make the changes 
is composed of Gen. Mourlan, membe-> of the 
Legion of Honor council; Senator Petitjécin, 
and Deputy Muteau. The result of the work 
of revision will be virtually a new decree. To 
accomplish the work a temporary library has 
been formed, comprising the decrees, regula- 
tions, ordinances! and decisions which ex- 
plain or modify the articles of the Messidor 
decree.

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‘MILLER CONDEMNS HIMSELF. 


é- Speaker Miller says it was “ hinted ” to 


him that he could make money by allowing 
a roll call on the Mueller bill or permitting 
its passage. It does not rest in the discre- 
tion of the speaker to allow roll calls or 
permit the passage of a bill. The constitu- 
tion gives to five members the right to de- 
mand a roll call, It is for the hoyse, not the 
speaker, to determine whether a bill shall 
pass, It was the duty of the speaker to 
order a roll call on the Mueller bill when it 
came up and a roll call was demanded. 
Yet he alleges that friends of the bill inti- 
mated willingness to bribe him to do Ais 
duty. Men are offered bribes sometimes 
not to do their duty. Speaker Miller’s case 
is the first on record of a speaker who was 
offended by the suggestion that he should 
do his duty. | ze 

If there were friends of the Mueller bill 
in Springfield who believed no measure 
could pass without the speaker’s permis- 
sion, and that it rested with him lawfully 
to grant or refuse a roll call, they were 


* wnfit to be at large. The bill had no such 


silly friends, They are the creation of the 
speaker's imagination. He conjured them 
up to excuse his lawless conduct. If he 
had not been obliged to get up a story ina 
hurry he would have made a more plausible 
one. He would not have made its credibil- 
ity depend on the assumption that there 
are men in Illinois who had so low an opin- 
ion of him as really to believe he would 
not do his sworn duty unless he was paid 
to do it. No man can deal the reputation 
of Speaker Miller a harder blow than he 
has dealt it by the story he has told. 

Miller’s conduct was revolutionary. It 
was an exercise of arbitrary power that jus- 
tified extreme measures of resistance. Men 
who are fighting for their constitutional 
rights need not be nice nor particular in 
the weapons they employ. They have the 
right to use “all means that God’ and 
nature have placed in their hands.” When 
the agent of the law disobeys it he need not 
be surprised if he encounters men who can 
improve upon his methods. The constitu- 
tion and the laws are the shield—the palla- 
dium—of the liberties of all the members 
of the house and of all the people they repre- 
sent. The effort of the speaker to subvert 
those liberties was treason to the state. If 
he set the example of lawlessness he could 
not complain if he suffered through law- 
lessness. He was precisely in the position 
of a peace officer who breaks into a house 
without a warrant. If he suffers violence 
while engaged in an unlawful act he has no 
remedy. If Miller had been beaten—even 
if he had been killed—while engaged in an 
attempt to deny the constitutional rights 
of his fellow members, it is doubtful if any- 
body could have been punished for attack- 
ing him. The house would not punish any- 
body for resisting him, and the officers of 
the law could not. 

A useful, a salutary, lesson has been 
taught to Mr. Miller and his fellow revolu- 
tionists. The lesson should go beyond the 
narrow circle to which it was addressed. 
It should teach to public men of all parties 
the importance of respecting the forms of 


Jaw. Gavel rule in Lilinois has become a 


menace and a nuisince. It is becoming 
dangerous to the peace and safety of the 
commonwealth. It should be abolished. 
The rights of minorities should be respected. 
When matters advance to such a point, 
under the evolution of gavel rule, that 
even ‘the rights of majorities are abridged 
or denied, it is timé to stop and take an ac- 
coumt of stock. The next legislature should 
be organized on a different basis from the 
present one. There should be no room in 
it for the predominance of the gavel. New 
rules and a wiser construction of them 
should strip the speaker of the powers 
which of late years have been exercised so 
unwisely and dishonestly and repose in the 
body of the membership, where it belongs, 
the real-control and authority over legisla- 
tion.

more -moustrous, however, than our own 
ability to mingle the most fastidious person- 
al and domestic rectitude with the most out- 
rageous publie and social immorality?

That confeder- 
ate is the United States official who gives 
it permission to use the lake for its vile 
purposes. One can hardly think of any 
honorable reason why such permission 
should be issued.

MEN IN WOMEN’S WORK. 

The Women’s clubs are just now giving 
us much of interest in the subjects they are 
discussing as well as in the style of discus- 
sion, Whether it be a spinsters’ club consid- 
ering “‘ race suicide,” a mothers’ club talk- 
ing about the total depravity of small! boys, 
the Woman’s club arguing about art, liter- 
ature, and philanthropy, or the Social Eco- 
nomics club wrestling with physics and met- 
aphysics. Now and then one of -the clubs 
grapples with a question of practical, every 
day importance. This was the case when 
the Hull House Woman's club the other 
day addressed itself to “ Women in Trades 
and Professions.” : 

The discussion might have been more 
practical had it been confined to what wom- 
en are actually doing in the trades and pro- 
feasions. As it wae it turned almost exclu- 
sively upon the intrusion of men into work 
formerly monopolized by women. Many 
hard things were said about the man dress- 
makers, the man milliners, the man hair 
dressers, the man manicurists, etc. Per- 


| haps the men who are doing women’s work

deserve all the reproach that was heaped 
upon them, and yet, perhaps, something 
may be said in their defense, as home em- 
ployment, which once was the exclusive 
sphere of woman, has been more and more 
abandoned, partly through social and eco- 
nomical changes, partly by the umwilling- 
ness of woman to engage in such inglorious 
and inconspicuous work, and partly by the 
. rapid strides of the twentieth century wom- 
an towards marital and household independ- 
ence, large numbers of women have been 


them. What more natural than that some 
men should seek a chance to get a living in 
the occupations formerly monopolized by 
women? It is a curious fact that once in 
these professions the men, as a rule, get 
better pay than the women and are better 
patronized by women than women are who 
are doing the same work. 

Is this because they do better work? It 
may hot be safe boldly to quote Bartle 
Massey’s remark to Mrs. Poyser that the 
men do better in everything than women 
except one, and that they would do better 
in that if they were called upon. Bartle 
Massey was a prejudiced old bachelor, and 
Mrs. Poyser gave him as good as he sent, 
but the fact remains that the man doing 
woman’s work has all he can do at big 
prices. As women continue to advance, 
how soon will it be before men will be doing 
the work of the house from kitchen to cham- 
ber? When that time comes the work cer- 
tainly will be done better than it is now by 
the ladies of the gridiron and feather duster. 


A MONTH LATE. ’ 

As an exhibit of municipal methods the 
enforcement of the dog muzzling ordinance 
in Chicago deserves consideration. 

The health department has shown in its 
bulletins that rabies is not exclusively a 
summer complaint, that dogs may have 
rabies in winter time, and that, therefore, 
a careful supervision of dogs is necessary 
all the year round. The city council hes 
passed an ordinance—dated five months 
ago—by the terms of which all dogs must 
be muzzled or else led by a chain from the 
lst of April to the Ist of November. Now, 
such an ordinance can be enforced only by 
means of dog catchers who will capture and 
destroy all dogs which have no masters to 
muzzle or lead them, or which are allowed 
by their masters to run about unmuzzled 
and unchained. Despite this obvious fact 
the police department has not yet sent out 
the dog catchers and has not yet opened the 
pound. Inquiry at the police headquarters 
brings out the fact that the dog catchers 
will not be sent out and the pound will not 
be opened till the first of next month. A 
whole month will have been allowed to 
elapse, therefore, before the machinery for 
the enforcement of the ordinance has been 
put in motion. Is the cause municipal! pov- 
erty or municipal carelessness? 

One’s natural apprehension with regard 
to the consequences of such neglect are in- 
creased by. the reports from New York, 
where there. were recently. eight cases of 
mad dog bites within two days, and by the 
paper which Dr. Gill read a few days ago 
before the Bellevue Medical association. 
According to Dr. Gill the incubatory stage 
of rabies is about one year. If dogs can 
be prevented from, biting one another dur- 
ing that period and vagrant dogs are de- 
stroyed, the disease will vanish. The expe- ' 
rience of the city of Berlin is convincing. 
Incidentally, that experience throws light 
on the extraordinary statistical perform- 
ances of German municipal governments, 

The municipal records of Berlin show 
that from 1845 to 1853 there was a yearly 
average of thirty-five rabies cases. Then 
muzzling was adopted. In the next year 
and a half there were ten cases; in the next 
year one; and in the next seven years none, 
Then the muzzling laws were relaxed. 
Rabies was brought in from other cities 
and began again to be~prevalent. The city 
found itself obliged to reénact the stringent 
regulations which had previously obtained. 
What was the result ? Not a single case of 
rabies in ten years. 

With such lessons before us it is not 
difficult to say what our best interests as 
residents of Chicago demand. We have our 
muzzling ordinance. We want our dog 
catchers and our pound. We havea right 
to resent a delay of a mouth in so important 
a? matter. If, when that month is over, 
there is as much slovenliness in adminis- 
tering the ordinance as there has been tar- 
diness in getting it going, Chicagoans will 
have a right to make vigorous complaints 
and will exercise the right. 


MAKING THE POOR POOREER. 
Those people who have a liking for the 
piquant and the bizarre would have found 
an incident altogether to their taste if they 
had been present last week in Justice 
Scott’s court in New York when Albert 
J. Adams, the policy king, was condemned 
to imprisonment in the state penitentiary. 

His majesty was supposed, during the 
days previous to the imposition of his sen- 
tepce, to be in the custody of deputy sher- 
iffs. Did he therefore come into court with 
the appearance of a man who had just been 
released from durance vile and who had 
been hectored and browbeaten by the in- 
exorable minions and perhaps myrmidous 
of the law, both common and statute? Not 
at all. He came in with the appearance— 
and appearances were not deceptive—of a 
man who had been living ata fine hotel 
and who had been entertaining his custodi- 
ans as his guests. 

Justice Scott thereupon not only  sen- 
tenced the prisoner but harangued him. In 
particular, he said one thing which ought 
to have reached the prisoner’s heart as well 
as his ears. “I am quite satisfied,” he 
said, “that for many years you have been 
a persistent lawbreaker, and not only in 
the ordinary sense of the term but in a 
mean and sordid sense, in which, by play- 


mankind, you have fattened upon the pen- 
nies of the poor.” 

Just there is the bull’s-eye of the target.

He will have to 
admit that Justice Scott was right and 
that his magnificent house, just off Fifth 
avenue, where respectability “ brooded with 
outspread, impressive wings” over an ir- 
reproachable domestic life, was built out 
of the profits of a system which tended to

THE YELLOWSTONE PARK VISIT. 

The president has emerged from Yellow- 
stone park after his two weeks’ stay in its 
wilds agd amid its wonders. His play time 

over, and now, instead of communing 
with “the visible forms of nature” with- 
out responsibility or conventions, he must 
commune with the visible form of people, 
face the responsibility, and pay proper 
deference to the conventions. ‘ Undoubted- 
ly to a man of the president's makeup new 
physical vigor and strenuous habit of life 
the last two weeks have been specially en- 
joyable. He hus been a privileged specthitor 
of geysers, hot springs, mud volcanoes, 
paint pots, the marvels of Hell’s Half Acre, 
and the glories of the Yellowstone caion. 
He has been followed by admiring herds of 
elk and greeted by mountain sheep and 
goats. With every bird but one he has been 
on terme of acquaintance, and to that one 
stranger his comrade, John Burroughs, 
could give him introduction. He has had 
twenty mike walks by himself, and what 
twenty miles of walking off the beaten 
ways of the Yellowstone park means only 
those who have tried one mile can tell. 
In these two weeks the president must 
have accumulated sufficient of nature's 
healthful tonic for the rest of the tour. 
Even to the ordinary tourist who rushes 
through the park by schedule, there is 
something wonderfully exhilarating in its 
pure, clear, bracing air. It is one of the 
few breathing spots not yet tainted by man: 
The president’s visit and his felicitous ref- 
erences to it in his short address at Gardi- 
ner will have the good result of calling at- 
tention to the park, and perhaps may stim- 
ulate some of those who make annual tours 
to California, Florida, and Europe to pay 


“the most absolutely unique” and “ verit- 


The park now is easily accessible. Its ho- 
tels are admirably conducted... A->-two 
weeks’ stay is inexpensive when compared 
to the expense of the ordinary mountain 
and seaside resorts, and the tourist will find 
little of discomfort. It is encouraging to 
note that the president says “the govern- 
ment must continue to appropriate for it, 


and especially in the direction of complet- 


ing and perfecting an excellent systenrof 
driveways.” This is to the point. At pres- 
ent one main thoroughfare traverses a por- 
tion only of the park, and, as a rule, it is 
well kept up, but it should be continued to 
the park’s limit, and connecting drives 
should be laid out, so that it will be possi- 
ble for tourists easily to reach some of the 
wonders which now are only accessible by 
horseback or by long tramping on foot, in- 
volving the necessity of camping. If the

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


Copyright: 1908: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


HE title of court counselor, which Em- 
peror William has just conferred upon 
Dr. Sylvester, his American dentist at 
Berlin, is noteworthy as being the first 
distinction of this kind conferred by a 
European monarch upon a citizen of the 
United States. The title carries with it no 
pay, but a number of prerogatives and like- 
wise official precedence, among the former 
being the right to wear a gold embroidered 
uniform, and likewise membership of the 
court circle. Physicians have had this rank 
conferred upon them ere now, but this is the 
first time that it has been granted to any 
dentist, native or foreign, and Dr. Sylvester 
is certainly the first American citizen to be 
appointed a “ hofrath,”’ or court counselor. 

Equally honorary in the sense that it is un- 
paid and calls for no active duties, is the 
title of gentleman of the chamber to the Czar, 
borne by Baron Constantine Ramsay, whose 
engagement to the daughter. of Fitzhugh 
Whitehouse has just been announced. It is 
a dignity which gives the right to wear a 
gorgeous uniform and to appear at certain 
court festivals. But thatis about all, and the 
large corps of gentlemen of the chamber— 
there are several hundred of them—are never 
called upon to be in personal attendance on 
the emperor. 

Baron Ramsay is a descendant of one of 
those numerous Scottish nobles who sought 
service in Russia in the reign of Peter the 
Great. Scores of Scottish names are to be. 
found among the houses of the Muscovite 
aristocracy, and the future son-in-law of 
Fitzhugh Whitehouse bears, although a Rus- 
sian baron, the same heraldic devices, the 
same crest and motto, as the English earl of 
Dalhousie, who is the head of the ancient and 
illustrious Scottish family of Ramsay, which 
was founded by Neis de Ramsay. who 
was principal physician;to King Alexander 
Il. of Scotiand at the end of the twelfth cen- 
tury.

Count Edward Lamezan, who has just re- 
signed the office of president of the Supreme 
Court of Appeal of the Austrian empire, is 
one of the most picturesque personages of 
Viennese society, to which, now that he 
has no longer any official duties, he will be 
able to devote more time. A Pole by birth, 
and chief of a family that formerly consti- 
tuted part of the old French iristeocracy; 
his appearance is more that.of a Spania 


than of an Austrian, while his mannérs a 


mode of speech are essentially Viennese. 

He is the most extraordinary and paradox- 
ical mixture of aristocratic prejudice and 
democratic leanings, of reserve and of im- 
pulsiveness, of extraordinary eloquence and 
of taciturnity, and may be said to have cre- 
ated a lasting memorial to himseif by his 
foundation of the so-called’Volunteer Ambu- 
lance association of Vienna, which has 
branches or kindred societies in all the lead- 
ing cities of continental Europe. He organ- 
ized it on the morrow of the terrible fire of 
December, 1881, which destroyed the Ring 
theater at Vienna and in which nearly a 
thousand of the audience lost their lives—a 
fire at which he bore himself like a veritable 
hero, dashing repeatedly into the burning 
building and carrying out through the flames 
unconscious men, women, and children, who 
owed their lives and their rescue from the 
flames to his daring, for which he was deco- 
rated and thanked by the emperor and ex- 
tolled by the press. 


Two httle anecdotes may be cited as show- 


ing the character of the man. Called upon 


‘to attend in person the execution of the mur- 


derer Francesconi, whom he had as judge 
sentenced to death, he was so impressed by 
the brave bearing of the convict that just 
before the noose was fixed about the man’s 
neck he yielded to the impulse of the moment 
and not merely shook hands with him but 


also embraced him. On another occasion, | 
while passing through the crowded corridors 


of the palace of justice on his way to preside 
at a trial, he found a well known member 
of the demi-monde, known by the nickname 
of ‘‘ Fiaker-Milli,”’ being jostled by the 
throng, and at once offered her his arm and 
conducted her into the courtroom, where the 
trial at which he was to preside was about 
to be held.

of the disease. In-.this way I learned that one case was propagated by 
another, despite ordinary sanitary precautions. First one person sick- 
ened, two or three weeks later a second, again after a few weeks a third, 
ete.—a perfect chain. The disease was communicated by inhaling the pa- 
tient’s breath, by a handshake, by wiping his brow, by washing his linen 
in the same tub with tae rest of the people’s, etc. 

Whenever a typhus or typhoid epidemic breaks out the water supply 
is blamed, and there is usually excellent cause for doing so, but in the ma- 
jority of cases peopke’s unclean habits, negligence, and downright contempt 
for scientific rules and regulations are no less blameable. 

In the Treves district I likewise observed that small children often 
suffer from typh fevers in mild form so as not to be obliged to take to 
their bed, the iNness passing for a simple diarrhea. 

I found over 100 such cases where parents had neglected to call in a 
physician. As a consequence, no precautions whatever were observed and 
whole households and schools were infected, sometimes long after the little 
sufferers had gotten over their indigposition. _ 

If readers will ponder on the above and live up to the simple maxims 
laid down, American physicians—the brightest ,body of professional men in 
world—will do the rest. In conclusion, let me state briefly how the popu- 
lation of fhe Treves district was saved from being decimated by the 
The methods first introduced there, and the 
good results had Jmay easily be duplicated in any afflicted community the 
world over.

me!” It is extremely rare that love dies a violent death, and the cases 
fo which this name is given are wounds, ruptures. syncopes, nothing 
more, After long maladies it survives by resuscitation.

NO FEAR OF RETALIATION FORIN- 
CREASE IN TARIFF TAX. 


Kaiser Has Eyerything to Lose and 
Nothing to Gain in Commertial War, 
for, While Dominion Exports Little 

‘Over a Million Dollars’ Worth of 
Goods, It Gets Back Nearly Wen 


Times That Amount—Great Britain | 


May Be Drawn Into the Quarrel. 


Ottawa, Ont., April. 21.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}—Every word of approval in par- 
‘Hament or elsewhere of Canada's stand 
against the kaiser’s government is hailed 
with delight by patriotic Canadians, No 
Canadian lies awake at night fearing Ger- 
many’s threatening retaliation. 

German statesmen who think Canada is 
frightened at the prospect of losing German 
‘business make a great mistake. Canada 
may forfeit her sales of $1,300,000 to Ger- 
many, but Germany stands on the other hand 
to be out $11,000,000 on sales to Canada. 

The only objection one hears is that Min- 
ister of Finance Fielding did not hit the 
kaiser hard enough: If, instead of putting 
a surtax of one-third of existing tariff rates 
on all German goods, Mr. Fielding had made 
it 50 pen cent. or' more it would have been uni- 
versally applauded. Canada has chafed for 
many months under the sense of injury in- 
flicted on her pride by the Kaiser's exclusive 
tariff discrimination against Canadian prod- 


ucts. 


Chariton Says: “Come On.”’ 

Mr. Chartton’s speech im the house on the 
subject was a vigorous invitation toGermany 
to come on with retaliation and see which 
of the two cowntriés would get tired first. 
He made reference to one point which seems 
to be lost sight of im Berlin, and that ls Can- 
ada owes nothing to Germany, but every- 
thing to Britain. Germany is nothing more 
to Canada than any other alien nation.

all the colonies for better treatment in the 
British markets than foreign countries re- 
ceive. In this corinection it will be well to 
remember that the finance mimister in his 
budget speech last week warned the country 
there might be a necessity for further 
Changes besides thase announced in the 
tariff resolutions. ‘‘ But their extent and 
eharacter,”’ he said, “‘ would to a considera- 
ble degree be dependent upon the attitude 


of other countries toward Canada.” 


The hopelessness of expecting a British 
preference for Canada was dwelt on by John 
Chariton in the speech referred to above. 
He does not believe Canada will ever receive 
preferential treatment in the British mar- 
kets to any material extent, for the reason 
that industrial and other conditions in Great 
Britain do not favor H. The explanation is 
found in the fact that over 79 per cent of 
British trade is with foreign countries. Brit- 
igh manufacturers and exporters will stop 
to think a long time before they agree to 
sacrifice 79 out of every 100 millions of their 
trade for the sake of 21 millions 
British dependencies. 


Baden-Powell zt Government House. 

Maj. Gen., Badef-Powell, who has been a 
guest at Government house this week, called 
on Lord Dundonald, the general officer com- 
manding the Canadian militia. In the after- 
noon he visited the house of commons. 

In a short chat with Col. Sam Hughes, Gen. 

Baden-Powell expressed himself as immense- 
ly pleased with the country so Yar as he had 
seen it, and intimated an intention of return- 
ing at an early date for a trip through west- 
ern Canada. Their excellencies gave a din- 
ner in honor of their distinguished visitors, 
to which a number of promirfent people were 
invited, among them being Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. 
There is an idea that while Baden- Powell's 
visit may be only a holiday excursion, yet 
there may be something in it of an official 
character. The fact that he came almost 
direct from Washington to Ottawa is sup- 
posed to have some significance, in that he 
had business with Sir Michael Herbers, the 
British ambassador there, and also with 
Lord Minto at Ottawa. 


Pian for Military Foree. .~ 

Sir Richard Cartwright, minister of trade 
and commerce, in his speech in the house in 
the course of the budget debate spoke on the 
failure of British statesmen to extend some 
mark of their appreciation of Canada’s at- 
tempt to improve tariff regulations between 
Canada and Great Britain. He declared they 
had not been well advised on the importance 
of the preference, but their error was shown 
them by the Canadian ministers before the 
conference wasclosed. Canada, he said, had 
been asked to say what she would contribute 
to the cost of the army and navy for impe- 
rial defense. A plan he personally favored 
was to lay to heart the lesson taught by the 
Boer war and make’it part of the education 
of every able bodied man in Canada that he 
should receive some of the elements of mili- 
tary drill and learn how to handle a rifle. 
For half the cost of a standing army we 
could have in Canada ina few years 500,000 
expert riflemen, and these would be a real 
and substantial aid to the empire in time of 
trouble. It was to this he would like to see 
the energy of Canada turned. 


Look for Give and Take Arrangement. | 

The appointment of a subcommittee of the 
United States senate committee on terri- 
tories to visit Alaska to report on the re- 
quiremente of the territory is hailed with 
satisfaction here. It is believed the commit- 
tee will find a disposition on the coast to 
favor a give and take arrangement with 
Canada on the boundary question, rendering 
it unnecessary for the Canadian government 
to proceed with the all-Canadian railway 
scheme between British Columbia and the 
Yukon to avoid the American ports of emtry. 
The conetruction of such a railway would, 
it is contended here, deprive the American 
ports of the best part of their trade. On the 
other hand, if Canada is conceded a strip of 
territory on the coast line it will remove ex- 
isting causes of friction and keep the trade 
on the coast.

The sensation of the evening will be the 
ascension of seven great gas balloons con- 
trolled by experienced aeronauts. At a 
reat altitude the operators fire a salute of 
aerial guns. The largest vessel drops a huge 
American flag in pyrotechnics 400 feet long 
by 200 feet wide. An aerial salute of twenty- 


one gune greets the appearance of the stars, 


and stripes. This is the signal for dropping 
from the six other balloons the pyrotechnic 
flage of the six greatest powers, Hach flag 
is 150 feet by 100 feet. 

Another conspicuous number will be the 
Festival hall and the Cascade gardens of the 
world’s fair, done dn fire on a set piece 600 
feet long by 60 feet high, the exact vertical 
height of the genuine cascades. Streams of 
opalescent fire will fall over the cascades. 
Other numbers include everything that is 
known to the science of pyrotechnics. 


Military Part of Pageant... 
' Aside from the mere pageantry of the mili- 
tary parade of the first day, the demonstra- 
tion is intended to impress severa) hundreds 
of thousands of American citizens and the 
foreign guests with the fitness of both the 
regular arm of the republic's soldiery and its 
national guard. 

This being the end sought by the national 
commission, only the best types of troops 
will appear in the parade. United States 
engineers, artillery, cavairy, and infantry 
will represent all arms of the service. The 
battalions will parade in every kind of uni- 
form adopted by the war department. The 
new cavairy dress, the khaki of the field, 
the fatigue, and the latest olive drab battle 
cloth will be shown on different battalions. 

Catching the spirit of this educational mo- 
bilization, the state authorities have picked 
only the best drilled and equipped troops for 
the show. New York is sending a contposite 
regiment, of companies selected by the adju- 
tant general of that commonwealth, from the 
crack régiments. Ohio is preparing send 
the First, Second, Third, and Fourth regi- 
ments. Missouri wilt contribute her Second, 
Third, Fourth, and Fifth régiments. The 
First Missouri will do police duty on the 
exposition grounds, and therefore will not 
take part in the parade. 


Illinois to Be Represented. 

Tilinois intends to be represented by the 
Fourth regiment and the Second ship's crew 
of the naval militia. Iowa will send her 
Thirty-fourth regiment. Minnesota wifi ap- 
pear with the First infantry.

The real estate market continues to be 
disappointing. Now and then the closing of 
some notably important dea! is announced, 
and there continues to be a large volume of. 
small transactions, but the market as a whole 
is dull, more so than a year ago. Brokers 
generally report less inquiry and the de- 
creased business is evidenced by a falling off 
in the total of the transfers filed for record 
in the recorder’s office as compared with a 
year ago. In some localities a sharp im- 
provement is noted, owing to local condi- 
tions, but these are no measure of the gen- 
eral market. : 

Just why the market should be in this 


seer eee 


derstand when Chicago’s remarkable pros- 
perity and growth in a commercial and in- 
dustrial way is considered. These elements 
which make for a natural and permanent in- 
crease in population have always been sup- 
posed to be the accompaniments of improved 
conditions in a realty way, and the fact that 
they have been present to an unusual de- 
gree in Chicago during the last two or sae 
years makes it difficult to account for the 
dullness of the real estate market during 
the last six or eight months. 


Remarkable Industrial Growth. 

During 1902 the cost of factory construc- 
tion in Chicago amounted to over $8;600,000— 
a remarkable showing, and without a prece- 
dent tn the history of the city. It means an 
added population of many thousands, an in- 
creased demand for more living space,’ and 
one would suppos¢ of necessity an increased 
denfand for rea] estate. Not only should this 
demand for real estate be reflected in a de- 
mand for homes on the part of this newiy 
added population, but also in an increased 
demand for store and office space as a result 
of the general business growth of the city. 
Thus there should be decidedly improved con- 
ditions génerally ina realty way. 

That there has been a steadily increasing 
demand for store and office space during the 
last two years is well known, and asa result 
rents have advanced from 20 to 30 per cent, 
and in some cases more. The increased de- 


advance in flat and house rental which will 
go into ¢ffect May 1, on an average about 
10 per cent. # 

And yet in the face of all these favorable 
indications the real estate market lags. Itis 
an anomalous situation and exceedingly diffi- 
cult of explanation. 

Partial Explanation. 

A partial explanation is offered in the pres. 
ent high interest rates, which naturally oper- 
ate to keep money out of real estate invest- 
ments, in the prejudice which eastern capital | 
has to a considerable extent against realty 
investments here, and to a general appre- 
hension regarding the labor situation here. 
These causes undoubtedly operate to depress 
the market, but in view of Chicago's remark- 
able growth and increase of population there 
should be a fairly good market here in spite 
of these drawbacks. It certainly shguld not 
fall off as it is now doing. i 

It is difficult, therefore, to avoid the con- | 
clusion that the present dullness is of a tem- 
porary character, and that the general con- 
ditions indicated must, of necessity, be felt 
defore long in a greatly improved market. | 


BIG SHOWING OF SMALL DEALS. 


Week’s Showing in This Regard Es- 


pecially Good — Large Acre 
Tract Sale. 


While last week's market was devoid of any 
notably large transactions in central business 
property, the showing in other respects af- 
forded food for much encouragement. Thus 
the total number of transfers filed for record 
in the recorder’s office exceeded that of any 
week not only during the present year but 
for several years past. The showing for the 
previous week was a fine one, with a total of 
654 amg total considerations of $2,475,984, but 
last week’s figures reached 679: with total 
considerations of $3,030,955. These figures 
point clearly to the fact that the small home 
buyers are in the market to an ynusual 
extent, and it is possible this may the 
cause of soon injecting more activity into a 
generally sluggish market,

Another encouraging feature of the-week’s 
market was the large cash sale of acre 
property made by Edgar M. Snow & Co.

oe aa been ted on @ people as that which now ts constantly gripping 
down on the Jewish unfortundtes in the Roumanian kingdom. Protests of nations have 
proved unavailing in effecting relief, and each day sees the screws of persecution, often 
ekilifully veiled from the outer world by cleverly worded laws, turned tighter by a few 
threads—sees more life squeezed out of these sufferers. : 

So extreme has the situation become that even the scanty means of existence that 
suffice for a frugal race have been constricted until nearly every opportunity for liveli- 
hood is denied. As a result of studied, persecution, producing an artificial condition of 
want, 240,000 Jews in the little kingdom of Roumania are on the verge of starvation. 


The situation calls for attention on this side of the water because of the enforced stream © 


of immigrants thus caused. The notes of protest indited by Secretary of State Hay have | 


proved of no avail, and on the continent and ine England inquiry by THES TRIBUNE'S — 


representative shows that there is little evidence of any probable effort to aid these 
oppressed people. : 


In the United States and in England the source of the persecution laid on the 
Roumenian Jews generally is attributed to religious prejudices. This conctusion is not 
correct in the least. The cause is not found in anti-Semitism but in politics. For the 
Jews in Roumania are being used as political pawns by schemers in their own country, 
and they are, and have been for years, the victims of a system of merciless blackmail 
and political trickery that pales almost to insignificance the worst that has been known 
in the darkest days of political corruption in-the metropolitan cities of the United States. 

The plight of the Roumanian Jews is due directly to a Roumanian “ Tammany hall.” 
It is the same blight which in a way, but with somewhat dissimilar results, beaet New 
York City in the days when ‘“ Boss” Tweed held Gotham town by the nape of the neck 
and shook its pockets for plunder. For the officeholding class of Roumania could teach 
even ‘‘ Boss’’ Tweed endless tricks of the trade were he now on earth and’a figure on the 
political corruption map of today, 

This comparison to Tammany hall is made by Dr. Moses Gaster of London, chief 
rabbi of the Portuguese and Spanish congregations, otherwise known as the Jewish 
Shepardi communities of England. A Roumanian by birth, descendant of a distinguished 
family or that” kingdom, exiled from his home under the Jewish blight, yet a personal 
friend of King Charles of Roumania and his queen, one of the most aggressive cham-; 
pions of the oppréssed race in this Balkan kingdom, he stands as one of the men on the 
continent today best qualified to discuss this problem. 

- ‘With the Balkans a powder mine to which a match may be applied at any time by a 

careless or overt act, the question today assumes pressing importance. To begin with, 
Roumania is accursed by the lack of a native bourgeoise class and by the dominating 
presence of an upper class whose members make their living through politics and its 
many illegitimate channels. To work their ends 4,000,000 peasants are kept in sub- 
jection through ignorance. What this force, once aroused to its manhood and to its 
rights as men, might work on Balkan conditions is a problem for serious conjecture. 

Of the Roumanian population of 5,500,000, the peasants to the number of 4,000,006 
exist in the most destitute condition. They are worse off than the poorest of the poverty 
dregs of southern Russia, and even in a worse plight than the Polish peasants of Galicia. 
They are the prey of the owners of the land and the army of blackmailing government 
officials. This latter class, including all who extract a living through its questionable 
methods, numbers about 500,000. The mercantile population and the artisan class is 
composed almost wholly of foreigners—men who have lived in the country for a single 
generation or even less, but who claim rights as Roumanian citizens. | 

It is to the latter class that the political rings play by their persecution of the Jews. | 
These tradesmen and artisans are propitiated by a system of life sapping suffering 
laid on the Jewish péople. Political parties, in their conflicts, depend on these voters, 
who are interested, from the standpoint of their pocketbooks, in removing Jewish com- 
petition. Often the state of the government depends on the mercantile and artisan 
vote. Thus these suffrages are won by the bribes of restricting Jewish competition by 
strangling laws and by other means, sanctioned in the guise of law, and ranging from. 


prohibitive and property destroying regulation to directing boycotts. This is the real — 


cause of Jewish persecution. Religious prejudices are a factor only in that anti-Semitism 
being rampant in many of the central Huropean countries, no hand is raised to check 
Roumania's treatment of its Jews. 


To begin with, by a Roumanian law enacted by the senate and the chamber of 
deputies, the 240,000 Jews now in the kingdom are classed as *“‘aliens not subject to an 
alien power nor to foreign protection.” What that enigmatic classification means is a 
puzzle. How it arose will be discussed later. The Jews are prohibited by law from 
owning land or houses in the rural districts and villages. Thus they are barred from 
engaging in agriculture. The result has been that they have been driven into the cities, 


where they are congested in artificial Ghetti created by these very restrictions. 


By the laws of the chambers the Jews are denied exercise of political or civil rights. : 


But they are held to account for payment of every obligation exacted by the govern- 
ment from its own citizens. As far as enjoyment of rights, civil or alien, is concerned, 
they are aliens. They have not the rights of gypsies. But, when it comes to “ duties” 
to the state, they are natives inevery way. They must pay heavy taxes to the last penny. 

The law requires each Jew to serve the three year term in the army. Yet by the same 
law the Jew is denied promotion in even the smallest way. “4 
The Jews are taxed for the maintenance of the public schools. Yet they are excluded 
from these same schools under the excuse that they are “ aliens,” “foreigners.” There 
is one way in which they are received, and it involves the endless round of “ pay, pay, 
pay.” which is laid on these sufferers—if there is room left after all others are accommo- 
dated, then the Jewish child may find admission, but an extra fee must be paid. 

The Jews constitute a majority of the merchants in the cities, even though they are 
forced by adverse laws to trade chiefly among themselves, and even this on condition 
that they meet the blackmailing demands laid on them, and from which they have 
found no means of appeal. But any business enterprise must be conducted under the 


shield of a Roumanian citizen of influence. They must pay well for this influence, and ° 


are hounded even then by this constant system of blackmail in their efforts to keep 


their doors open. A

municipal corruption, and such as our cities never will know, thanks to American man-

Employment of Jews on farms practically is forbidden. There is a law preventing 
“ yagabonds” from living in villages. Again and again Jews, under cover of thié act, 
have been driven from their homes and their property confiscated, the victims possibly

being a father and mother whose sons are serving in the ranks of the army of the state. 

In a number of instances Jews have been taken to work on the harvests. At the end 
of the season pay was refused and they were driven out on the roads under the “ vaga- 
bond” law, not receiving a single penny for their labors. The Jews are more than 
willing to work as peasants, but the opportunity is denied. As a result, within three 
years an equivalent of $2,000,000 has been paid to Bulgarians who came over the border 
and were employed as harvest rs ig under contract. Every piece of this money was 
tsken out of Roumania, for — Bulgarians spend nothing and save everything, 
bringing with them from their homes even the materials with which to mend their shoes. 

The murderers of Jews seldom are punished. In many cases they have been acquitted 
with praise at their having been factors in a “ patriotic display.” 

Jews are not allowed to meet and discuss their conditions or their hopes. The right 
of meeting is held to be a political right, and thus is denied by law to the Jews, who are 
under the ban as “aliens not subject to an alien power.”’ Even the sanctity of the 


. Synagogues is invaded, and gatherings of these people for religious worship have been 


dispersed under the charges of the police and soldiery. 
These are the tactics which are providing livelihood for political schemers and their 


retainers and dependents to the number of nearly 500,000. It is systematic, relentless 


blackmail, and downright robbery, effected by studied and merciless persecution. That 
this indefensible situation may continue nearly a quarter million people are being rapidly 
made outcasts and paupers, both physically and morally. The Jews in Roumania possess 
in a high degree the mental and moral qualifications essential to conscientious citizenship. 
But driven and dragged from the miserable conditions enforced by persecution, they find 
no lodgment now even in those European countries where anti-Semitism does not control. 
They are forced to flee from Roumania by the artificially adverse discriminations laid 
upon them, and as a result emigration of late has reached as high as 4,000 in three 
months, the drain having reduced the number of Jews from 400,000 to 240,000 within a 
decade. 


And , im this high handed game of persecution the scheming Roumanian political 
tricksterg. count on intra-European jealousies “and the continental fear of igniting the 
Balkan powder mine to preserve them from interference. They are arrogant because 
they believe they will be protected, in any needed event, by the triple alliance of Ger- 
many, Austria, and Italy. Austria would not commit an act which would drive Rou- 
mania into the arms of Russia, and the country of the czar, in its turn, has no wish to 
incur Roumanian enmity and turn the small Kingdom to Austria’s favor. Thus, nothing 
is done, and Jewish persecution, used solely for political trickery and ckmall, con- 
tinues rampant. 

These, briefly outlined, are the conditions which prevail in Roumania today,, Seore- 
tary Hay’s appeal to the px has had no result, and, if anything, the conditions in 
this arrogant have-cempinued to fall with greater severity 6H thé Jewish 


‘people. At his home in London, 37 Maida vale, Rabbi Gaster, who but recently returned 


from an extended visit to Roumania, discussed with me this situation. 
As the head of the Shepardi communities he is in close touch with the affairs of 
every nook of the world, through the stream of letters received from former members 


of his congregation now scattered over the face of the globe. . Short in stature, with the

ways of the shrewd lawyer rather than the churchman, the lines of his strong face are 
not hidden by the full beard which he wears, and the constant alertness of his mind is 
read in the constantly shifting expressions of his features. He has studied the Rou- 
manian oppression and cruelty’to his race after the manner of a student seeking to find 
the way to ultimate relief for his people. . 

Dr. Gaster’s experiences have come first hand. The descendant of an ancient family 
in Bucharest, he has attained a position as one of the most distinguished of Roumanian 
Jews. For several years he was a lecturer on the Roumanian language at the Univer- 
sity of Bucharest. He is the author of many translations from the Hebrew, of other 
learned works, and of a “ History of Roumanian Literature’’ which is held to be a 


masterpiece in the country from which he was exiled by the government because of his 


activity in behalf of his persecuted fellow countrymen. Yet on his recent visit to his 
hcme it was King Charles who invited him to the palace for consultation in regard to 
the condition of the Jews. 


“ Politics lies at the root of all the persecution visited on the Jews in Roumania,” 
asserted Dr. Gaster, in discussing the situation. “ You tn the United States know fully 
of the conditions which prevailed in New York City when its Tammany hall had that 
city by the throat. I refer to the days when corruption and blackmail were at their 
height. Roumania is suffering from a Tammany hall. . That is the story in a nutshell. 

_“ Roumanians, except the millions of peasants who are buriéd in the extreme of 


artisan circles, and who are interested in having Jewish competition stified. As a result 
blackmail flourishes with arrogance... The Jews are used solely as a party weapon. 
Under the arbitrary treatment to which they are exposed they are practically the 
property of the government, and are used as pawns in the game. They are subjected to 
the will or whim of the meanest or smallest official, for he knows that anything he does 
will be countenanced, and that he will be protected by his superiors. Little by little 
all that the Jews had has been taken away from them by force, and now they are face 
to face with starvation. 

“Little by little life has been taken from them, and they now stand like animals in 
the vacuum under an air pump—gasping, gasping for a breath of the air which ts being 
mercilessly, relentlessly drawn out. And the whole cause is politics--the support of 
another Tammany hall. Driven out of the rural districts and villages, they are pre- 
vented from living elsewhere than in crowded quarters which they have taken to them- 
selves in the cities. This congestion has rendered conditions all the worse for the 
overcrowded population, there being small fields of industry owing to the antiquated 
economic conditions under which Roumania labors. 

“There is nothing of religious prejudice in this siege of suffering,’’ continued Dr. 
Gaster. “The poor peasants are the genuine Roumanians. They want little or nothing, 
have no chance to save anything, and earn just about enough in the best years to keep 
Yet they are most friendly toward the Jews. They have 
again and again joined in protests when government decree has sent Jewish families out 
of the villages and into the cities. One of the first scenes I remember in our protest 
against persecution was a score of years ago, when the peasants of the village of Brus- 
turoasa armed themselves and declared they would fight before they would allow the 
Jews to be driven out of their village by government officials. 

“That feeling is everywhere among the peasantry. They receive their Jewish neigh- 


‘bors as the best of friends. Again and again have they shown this same spirit when 


Jews have-been driven out on the highways by a mayor or prefect of police at the order 
of the government. The Jew, the peasants frequently contended, had saved them by 
good advice from becoming the prey of designing land owners, and, therefore, they were 
eager to fight for him.” | 

The “vagabond” law, which has been coolly aimed at the Jews, Dr. Gaster pro- 
nounces to be one of the weapons of persecution which is responsible for creating the 
driving of the Jews out of the rural districts and villages, to be herded in the cities and 
gnawed by the terrible poverty and misery which result through this congestion. 

“Under this law prohibiting ‘vagabonds’ from living in villages,”” asserted the 
rabbi, “the governmental schemers coolly declared the Jews to be vagabonds. As a 
result of this decree the members Of, Jewish families are constantly ejected from the 
heuses or shops they have occupied for years. Their furniture is tumbled out after 
them, and people, and chairs, and tables are loaded on carts, conducted out of the 
villages by the police, set down in the road, and left to their fate. I have known of 
many such evictions to occur when the weather was at its worst and children or mothers 


lay in bed. actually dying. 


“ Many cases could be cited, but one which occurred but a few weeks ago is typical 


of all. In the village of Ciurneshti, district of Zlatinoasa, a Jew of the name of Michel 
sin Bercu had lived from his childhood. From the family home there his sons had been 
recruited to the army for their three years of required service, and they were then in 
the ranks. A few weeks ago he was declared a ‘vagabond’ and he was ejected from 
his house, the furniture thrown out, and he and his property were carried outside the 
village and the old man left to shift for himself as Lest he could. 

“This man had been able to support himself and his family. He was turned out a 
ruined man and sent to join the herds in the Ghetti of the cities, there to starve in the 
misery of these congested spots, or else to flee the country if he could find means. In 
this case forty Roumanian peasants in the village signed a petition for the old man’s 
readmission to the village. They asserted that he had lived among them peaceably, that 
his présence was desired, and that the government should order his return. No notice 


practically was paid to the petition, and, when it was pressed, the Roumanian parliament )

made the open assertion that the law was aimed at the Jews. Its members further ad- 
mitted that small townships had been retained under the name of villages that the law 
might be effective in keeping the Jews out of them. pax 


“There are thousands and thousands of such cases. In the congested, artificial 
Ghetti of the cities there are thousands of Jews, grown old under oppression, who are 
afraid in their declining years to take up a new life in a foreign country. As for the 
young people, they are beset on all sides. Hatred and disgraceful conditions are heaped, 
upon them in every conceivable way. They are not secure in their work; they are con 
stantly met with abuse and blackmail; they do not know what new torment and suffering 
may be laid upon them; worse, they are not sure that life itself will be left to them. 
All this the effect of a Tammany hall. It cannot be understood in America. Its terrors 
can be appreciated only by those who have been forced to live under this stifling agony 
and suffering.” 

“But Premier Sturdza of Roumania has made recent public declarations that the 
Jews ought to take up agriculture,” Rabbi Gaster was reminded. 

“That is merely an absurd statement made to blind the world,” asserted Dr. Gaster. 
“Why, it is impossible for the Jews to live on the land in the rural districts even as 
laborers! Only while I was in Roumania a short time ago the land owners were requirea 


- to hasten the reaping of the corn crop owing to the rich harvest. A number of the younger

Jewish worshipers, and the same plot may be afoot again.” 


Jews, who had been starving in the villages, offered their services and were accepted, 
their pay to be little or nothing. They worked sturdily at the harvest for two weeks, 
then at the end of that time all pay was refused, the ‘ vagabond’ law was brought down 
on their heads, and they were turned cut in the roads to find their way back to the 
cities as best they could, even being forced to depend on charity to keep their bodies 
from starvation on the way back. That shows why the Jews cannot take up agriculture. 
“As long as twenty years ago,” added the rabbi, “I urged that agriculture snould be 
opened up to the Jews. I brought a plan to the attention of the then minister of the 
interior, C. A. Rosetti. I asked that the Jews be allowed to settle in the newly acquired 
province of Dobrudja. This step, I held, would settle the Jewish question. But the 
reply to this plan wae that, according to the constitution, no ‘foreign colony’ could be 
planted on Roumanian soil. It was the old story of holding all the Jews as ‘aliens ’—as — 
people without any country whatever. ‘There was no basis for the argument even then, 
for this province was not a portion of Roumania when the constitution was enacted in 
1864. No, the government has persisted in keeping the Jews as pawns and to fill the 
pockets of the schemers who support the ministries. The premier’s statement was 


merely talk.” | 


ad 

That legal action taken by thé Jews against any officials or against those who have 
committed crimes is of little or no avail is attested by Dr. Gaster. He cited the cage 
ofa man of the name of Jancovitsh who had but recently been murdered and robbed by 
four Roumanians. 

“Their guilt was established at a trial at Jaasy,’’ asserted Dr. Gaster, “and each 
was sentenced to imprisonment for ten years. Immediately there was a new trial or- 
dered, two were acquitted, and the other two fined an amount equivalent to about £160 
($800). Thus is justice always meted out when a Jew’s life is involved.” 

He charges, too, that the student riots directed against the Jewish quarters,in 
Bucharest have been the result of official instigation and police connivance. In 1807 espe- 
cially the damage caused was great. At that time the synagogue was broken into, the 
gacred vestments were destroyed, the ark was desecrated, and desks were broken. 

“These excesses were connived at by the police,” said Dr. Gaster, “and they pro- 
tected the rioters. But because real foreigners had suffered in the storm 150 rioters were 
arrested and all but seventeen promptly were released. The seventeen were given a 
perfunctory trial, acquitted unanimously, and, what is beyond reason, a government 
minister in open parliament commented on this with the statement that It was a mere 
‘ patriotic display’ on the part of these youths! That result has been known more than 
once.” 

A ban of iron has been laid against public meetings of Jews. When Premier Sturaza 
recently decided the right of_assembly to be a political one, and as such denied to the 
Jewa, a number of artisans of the race in Bucharest met to discuss this decision only toe 
be mobbed and dispersed by the police. On a following Friday ‘night when a number 
went to the synagogue to worship they were ordered to disperse. 

There is one form of this campaign of persecution which is not now applied so fre- 
quently as in former years. It was then often the practice to administer an oath in 
the alleged Jewish style, which the courts of Roumania are, under the anti-Semitic laws, 
entitled to impose when one litigant is a Christian and the other a Jew. By its terms 
the Jew is compelled to put on his ritual grave clothes, his nails are cut, and ne is 
placed in a coffin, which is set before the altar in a synagogue, when the rabbi has to 
invoke curses and maledictions on him and every member of the Jewish Ntigant’s fam- 
ily unless he tells the “truth and nothing but the truth.” The Jew must repeat these 
maledictions, and if he fails to do so he loses his case. During the application of this 
oath the synagogue must be open to all non-Jews wishing to enter. This practice now 
has fallen somewhat into desuetude, but it ts revived if any Christian litigant makes 
demand. 

But the sanctity of the synagogues is repeatedly violated. Details have just reached 
Dr. Gaster of the work of the governmental commission in the northern parts of Moldavia. 

“This district has known excesses before,”’ said the rabbi. “As far back as twerity 
years ago a prefect named Morruzzi spread terror among the Jews. At one time, on 
the Day of Atonement, when the synagogue was crowded, he entered with his men, and, 
pretending that the place needed fumigation, he caused braziera of burning charcoal to 
be brought in and heaped on pounds and pounds of sulphur, the resuit being the nar- 
row escape of the great congregation from asphyxiation. For that work Morruzzi was 
advanced to a post in Bucharest. 

‘“‘Now a special commission, composed of a former minister of the interior, Prefect 
Billat of the district, and Parliamentary Representative Vasescu of the district, is going 
about, entering the synagogues on the Sabbath with a photographer, and having pictures 
made while the worshipers are at their devotions. Some years ago the Roumanmn 
government attempted to discredit the Jews by sending out pictures of the most dis- 
reputable appearing characters that could be found. The plan, brought about wnen 
the Anglo-Jewish delegation waited on Lord Salisbury at that time, was checked, for 
pictures were shown of the real groups of emigrants-who had been forced to leave their 
home country under the stress of persecution. The present acts are an outrage to the 

The law of expulsion, applied so rigorously, is aimed practically only at the Jewa, 
This law crept into the Roumanian code solely at the instance of Russia. Because 
nearly every man who aided in drafting the Roumanian constitution, when that king- 
dom was given its independence by the treaty of Berlin in 1878, had known what It was 
to be banished an eile, opr was taken to see that no expulsion laws were written in. 
But Russia was after the/nihilists, and at the instance of the land of the bear Rouma- 
nia adopted the present law, aimed at removing “ foreigners ’"’ who may be gullty of 
inciting rebellion. Now the law has been applied wholly to the Jews. There ts no ap- 
peal and no reason for removal need be given. 

“It ig the practice in many localities,” said Dr, Gaster, “to give the police blank 
forms and allow them to fill in any names they wish. In this way any Jew can be taxen 
without warning, refused permission even to settle up his affairs, and escorted to the 
nearest frontier. Russia‘takes care that nothing of this kind is visited on its subjects 
in Roumania and it has set up the bars to expelled Jews being conducted across its 
frontiers.” 

It was under this same law that Dr. Gaster was exiled from Bucharest, where his 
great-grandfather had lived before him, because his literary work had aroused the anger 
of one of the political parties. 

“It is a dominant Tammany hal,” commented Dr. Gaster, “ which works ite end 
at the cost of suffering and misery to the Jews. No one can tell when ruin will fall 
upon him. The king himself cannot protect the man who is marked. A eareless wora, 
any opposition to the official blackmailing, any defense against oppression, and the Jew — 
may be turned out within a half dozen hours a beggar, ruined, and set to wander up 
and down Europe or emigrate to your country across the water.” 

This is the condition in Roumania today, a situation which is attracting the atten- 
tion of the United States as well as the continental powers. This problem may yet be 
a factor in determining the outcome of the explosive conditions presented by the Balkans. 
Secretary Hay’s efforts to secure European intervention have failed thus far. Tus 
TRIBUNE'S representative made extensive inquiries as to the governmental attitude if 
England, in Germany, and in other continental countries. What are the possibilities of 
interference and what is expected from King Charles of Roumania will be discussed in 
another letter.

DOG CONVICTS 
MAN OF MURDER 


Guided a Searching Party to the 
~ Scene of the Crime, 


N Italian woodeytter has just been 
sentenced to penal servitude for life 
for murder, and the con'viction is due 
to a dog. A carefully prepared plan 

SS came to naught because of the an- 
imal’s. sagacity. 

Cassinelli, the woodcutter, wae employed 
by a Frenchman, Jean Bonati. They had 
had a disagreement about wages. One day 
last winter the woodcutter appeared at the

\RKED only by a granite bowlder, 


carried from a nearby “‘ run” or lit- 
tle stream of water, is the grave, in 


Oakwood cemetery, Petersburg, of 
Ann Rutledge, the young girl whom 


Abraham Lincoln loved, and whose untimely 
death caused even his strong mind termporar- 


ily to give way. 


The quiet resting place is yearly visited by 
hundreds of persons, and as time goes on and 
the number increases it bids fair to rival as 
an attraction the tomb of Abelard and Eloise 
at Pere La Chaise. The memories that clus- 
ter about the grave of Ann Rutledge will 
never fade. They recall as tragic a love story 
as was ever told. This is not the only grave 
where she was buried. She died at New 
Salem on Aug. 25, 1835, and her body was laid 
to rest in the old Concord cemetery, about 
six miles northwest of the Rutledge tavern, 
the home of Ann; and where Lincoln first met 
her. 

There was’ nothing to mark the location of 
the first grave except that a brother, who 
died in 1843, was buried beside her. From 
this scant source of information and from 
traditiog as well, the grave in the Concord 
cemetery was found. In the spring of 1800

and little old fashioned well, with its quaint 


Ann, 
the third daughter of the household, then 
about 18 years of age, was a beautiful, gen- 
tle, and in every way a charming girl.

Kentucky ancestors having been prominent 


in early colonial affairs. ell educated she 


was, too, for the period, and by virtue of, her 


goodness and beauty reigned queen over the 
hearts of the young men of all the country 
side. She became engaged to a young mer- 
ehant of Salem. He afterwards grew dis- 
satisfied with his life in the quiet little town 
and went east, whence he came. Months 
elapsed and he wrote to Ann but seldom, and 
then the letters ceased entirely. | 


In 1885 Lincoln was made postmaster and 
deputy surveyor, and, being in better cir- 
cumstances than ever before, ventured to pay 
his addresses to Miss Rutledge. He was ac- 
cepted, and the marriage was to have taken 
In the meantime, 
Lineoln was to prosecute his law studies and 
was to go to school. It is claimed by the old 
inhabitants of the vicinity that Ann and 
Abraham loved each other devotedly, but 


as a stable. In Lincoln's time it was the 
residence of Bowling and Nancy Green. 
Here, one stormy night, Lincoln sat, and 
moaned, and wept. ‘I cannot bear,” said 
he, “the thought of the rain and the snow 
falling upon her grave, where my heart lies 
buried.’’ Lincoln remained at this house 
until he gradually regained the mastery of 
himself. 


; 
In his wondérful career which followed 
Lincoln is said to have never quite gotten 
over the death of his first love, and that 
the shade of melancholy was never absent 
from his face. In 1840 he wooed Mary Todd 
of Springfield, Il., who was from Kentucky, 
and the wedding was set for Jan. 1, 1841. Al- 
though the bride and guests were ready on 
the chosen night, Lincoln was absent. He 
was overcome with melancholy. 


Miss Todd appreciated his state of mind 
and refused to give him up. Lincoln told her 
frankly what caused his gr:ef, and Miss Todd 
forgave him and comforted him. Finally, on 
Nov. 5, 1842, the two were married. Lin- 
coln always maintained that the spirit of 
Ann Rutledge was constantly near him, and 
was his inspiration and support in the years

FFORTS by veterans of the t 
civi war to discover the wavebes of 
‘John Brown's Body from the ash. 
heap of time, have brought to light 
the history of the stirring song. 

A man in Oshkosh is able to tell the story, 
for he was one of the original quartet that 
sang it over forty years ago, and he assisted 
in the evolution of the song. This modest 
veteran of the rebellion, who was one of 
the men who made the memorable escape 
from the tunnel at Libbey prison, is James 
Howard Jenkins, president of the German 
National bank of Oshkosh. 

This is how Mr. Jenkins tells of the birth“ 
of the song: In the early spring of 1961 the 
Boston Light infantry, a battalion of three 
companies, under command of Maj. Rogers 
of the Boston Journal, was sent to Fort War- 
ren, in Boston harbor, for drill and garrison 
@uty. This battalion was made up largely 
of the better class of city boys and was to 
Boston what the Seventh regiment was to 

When the demand for: troops became 
pressing the battalion offered its. services, 
which, however, could not be accepted, save 
as it could be incorporated fn one of the regi- 
ments then forming. Accordingly the bat- 
talion disbanded and a rush was made by 
its members to enlist in’ the Twelfth and 
Thirteenth regiments. The Twelfth was 
completed first and was sent to Fort Warren 
for organization and drill, 


‘First Singing of Song. 

Among its members were many excellent 
singers. One of the male quartets was com- 
posed of four sergeants—Jenkins, Brown, Ed- 
gerley, and Eldredge—who were continually 
on the lookout for a good marching melody 
upon which to construct a regimental war 
song. From some unknown quarter came a 
verse: 

‘*John Brown's body lies a mouldering in 
the grave.”’ 7 

‘“‘ His soul is marching on.”’ 

“Glory, glory, Hallelujah!” 

In searching for a fitting tune they adapted 
an old camp meeting melody sung by the 
colored Methodists at the Martha's Vineyard 
‘camp meetings to the words: *‘ Come, broth- 
ers, will you meet us?’ | 

The song “ took " at once, and the simplic- 
ity of the chorus, with its swing and lilt, made 
it at once popular. _The verses that followed 
were improvised from time to time. The 
death of Col. Ellsworth, which occurred at 
that time, occasioned the verse: 

“We lament the death of Col. Ellsworth, 
And ‘his pets (his Zouaves) will meet him on. 
the way.”’ 

The second tenor of the quartet was a short, 
broad shouldered Scotchman named John 
Brown. When he put on his knapsack for 
thé first time, with his red lined overcoat 
rolled on its top, he looked so topheavy that 
the boys laughed at him. But, quick witted 
and good natured, he retorted by marching 
up and down, singing: 

‘“‘John Brown’s knapsack is strapped upon 


This was straightway added to the list of 
verses. ‘“‘ We'll hang Jeff Davis to a sour 
apple tree "’ was the natural expression of a 
rampant Massachusetts man. 


Gilmore Took It from Quartet. 


On Saturday aftérnoons Gilmore’s band 
came to the fort to play at dress parade, and 
large numbers of visitors Were also present. 
One Saturday the quartet went with Gilmore 
into one of the casemates and sang the song 
to him, he following with his cornet till he 
had fixed the airin his memory. On his re- 
turn to Boston he had it arranged for his 
band. The following Saturday it was played 
for the first time in front of the Twelfth 
Massachusetts Volunteer infantry at dress | 
parade at Fort Warren, Boston harbor. 

On its way to the front the regiment passed 

through New York and dined on City Hall 
square, When the line was formed to march 
‘down Broadway to the ferry the band struck 
up “ John Brown,” and the regiment sang it 
to the cheers and shouting and excitement 
of the thousands that lined the street. _ 
“ While the song became a national one, yet 
the Twelfth Massachusetts was always 
known in its department as the “ hallelujah 
regiment.” 

Of the original quartet, John Brown was 
drowned while crossing a swollen stream 
near Fort Royal. Eldredge died some years 
ago. Edgerley at last accounts was living 
in Boston. The fourth member of the quar- 
tet, J. H. Jenkins, has lived in Oshkosh since 
1865, and has presented the foregoing as what 
he conceives to be the correct version of the 
origin of the most famous of the northern 


battle songs of the civil war.

HOUSEFLY PROVED 
BE DANGEROUS. 


Strong Indictment Against Insect 
Due to Investigations by Nor- 
mal School, Students. 


HE house fly appears as a dangerous 
and vicious insect im the light of the 
investigations and experiments which 
have been made by Miss Eva May Shoe- 
maker and Alvin Waggoner, two stu- 

Gemts of the Kastern Illinois State Normal 
echool, working under the direction of W. H. 
Manwaring of Johns Hopkins university. 

Their experiments seem to prove the charge 
against the fly that it is a carrier of disease. 
They have shown how the fly, captured about 
houses and in the open alr, carries bacteria 
and how it can spread disease. 

Their endeavor was to determine the part 
the fly plays in the transmission of bacteria. 


P To do this they constructed a piece of ap- 


paratus consisting of a box divided into two 
compartments. In the first’ compartment 
they exposed food material infected with an 
easily recognizable species of bacteria—harm- 
less bacteria, ef course, being used—and in 
the second compartment they placed an open 
‘Petri dish containing sterile nutriment—agar, 
a culture medium for bacteria. Flies were 
placed in the first compartment, and as soon 
as a number of them had been seen to walk 
upon or eat of the infected material they were 
allowed to pass through a small door into the 
second compartment, where they had a 
chance to come into contact with the agar in 
the Petri dish. Bacteria, deposited on the 
surface of the agar, multiply there and form 
characteristic colontes: 


Marked by Varying Colors. 

In the preliminary \experiment, performed 
July 16, a yellow bacteria was used. Mo- 
lasses mixed with a growth of this bacterium 
was spread on a plate in the first part- 
ment and a dozen flies put into ppa- 
ratus. Half an hour later the door between 
the two compartments was opened and the 
flies allowed to pass through. As soon as 
six of them had been seen to come in con- 
tact with the agar in the Petri dish the 
dish was covered and put away to develop. 
A few days later there had grown on the 
agar over a hundred colonies of yellow 


bacteria. 


They repeated this eer with red 
and with violet bacteria and obtained char- 
acteristic red and violet colonies. 

To prove that the germs from which these 
colonies grew came from the infected ma- 
terial in the first compartment and not from 
accidental sources, control experiments 
were made with other groups of flies, but 
with no infected material in the first com- 
partment. In no case, however, did the 
Petri dishes used in these control experi- 
ments develop yellow. red, or violet cof- 
onies. To prove that the flies were the only 
means of transmitting the bacteria. experi- 
ments were made with infected material in 
the first compartment, but with no flies in 
the apparatus. The Petri dishes from these 
experiments also developed nocolonies. The 
germs that grew into colonies in the first 
experiments, therefore, cate from the in- 
fected material in the first compartment? 
and were carried to the dishes by files. 
From these results they drew the more gen- 
eral conclusion that files are capable of 
carrying bacteria from one place to an- 
other if they have a chance to come fn con- 
tact with material containing these or- 
ganisms., 


Proved They Carry Bacteria. 

They next undertook to determine 
** whether flies in nature actually do carry 
bacteria with them.”’ ‘‘ To determine this, 
test tubes of sterile agar were melted and 
then cooled to 40 degrees C., a temperature 
a little above that of the human body. At 
this tamperature the agar still remains liquid, 
but is not hot enough to kill bacteria. Flies 
were caught with sterile forceps and washed 
in this melted agar. The r was then 
poured out into sterile Petri dishes, where it 
solidified. It is reasonable to suppose 
that if bacteria were present on the flies some 
of them at least would be washed off by this 
process into the agar. where they would 
multiply and form.colonies.”’ 

The dishes obtained from these experiments 
varied greatly, but all of them developed col- 
onies, the number of colonies ranging from 
fifty to over two thousand. Flies in natura, 
therefore, probably alWays do carry bacteria 
with them. 


these conclusions are significant; for, admit- 
ting that flies can carry harmiese bacteria, 


carry disease producing bacteria as well. In 
fact, it has been a general belief among 
soientists for a number of years that they 
are active agents in the transmiasion of many 
diseases. Recent studies by Dr. L. O. How- 
ard on the breeding habits of these insects 
furnish good evidence that they occasion- 
ally play an important role in the transmis- 
sion of typhoid fever. Itis probabie that they 
can, and do, carry the germs of any disease 
which offers them an opportunity to come

“they would lose their own positions. In this 
way the rents are gathered in as though by 
machine work, and the nonpaying ones know 
no one to whom they can appeal. 


A certain amount of rent is expected to be | 
forthcoming from each house. At the clese | 


of each day, at 6 o’clock, each housekeeper 
pays the employés of that house and makes 
out her book for the inspector, who is em- 


ployed to watch at all the houses. The in- | 


epector then carries these books to Mrs. 
Dressner. 
Each Empty Room Repaired. 
Each book states what rooms in the house 
it Zepresents are empty, and what supplies 
afte needed for next day. When aroom is re- 


ported empty it is the duty of the inspector |. 


to visit it and see what repairs are most 
needed. 

Whether it is paper, paint, new floor cover- 
ing or what, the need is supplied, and three 
days are permitted to elapse while it awaits 
an occupant. | 

If at the end of three days the room is still. 
vacant Mrs. Dressner herself looks into the 
matter. Semetimes.it is necessary to re- 
furnish entirely before the room is rented. 

Appreciating the dislike of dunning letters 
which most persons feel, particular care is 
taken in the Dressner households to disguise 
these missives. Job lots of note paper of all 
sizes, colors, and shapes and bearing the 
names of many businesses are bought up 
from tradesmen on whose hands, for some 
defect, they have been thrown. 

The letters to the boarders are placed in 
these envelopes, so that neither they nor 
their fellow boarders will know that a dun- 
ning Jetter is inside. 

‘ Way to Keep Things Clean. 

Equally original ideas have been worked 
out by Mrs. Dressner in her efforts to obtain 
cleanliness. ‘“‘ Most of the persons who keep 
houses,’’ she says, “‘ don’t know how to clean 
them, and so they fail to keep their rooms 
filled. 

‘*In the first place there is no drapery of 
any kind in the rooms except such as the 


_ occupants put up themselves, and which they 


will naturally keep clean. 

“Then the cleaning of the rooms always 
includes a thorough sprinkling with gasoline 
of all the paper, floors, and furniture.” 


ue Things About Polo, Ill. 


PAY GOULD once selected Polo, as 


a place in which to practice law, and 
the only reason that he did not settle 
there was that the man to whom he 
applied for help feared that he **‘ might 


Sravi him on his hands ’’ and advised him to 


“abandon the idea. 
* ‘This is but one of the incidents in Polo's 


history that make it one of the most inter- 
esting localities in northern MBlinois. 

Here Are some of the town’s distinguish- 
“ing marks: 

It was named for Marco Polo, the distin- 
guished Italian traveler. 


It avas the birthplace of Dr. Sarah Hackett 


*pteVerisdn of Chicago. | 
a tt has an active police magistrate, who is 
pow 96 years old... 
It is the place where the mother of Hobart 
‘Chatfield Chatfield-Taylor learned to ride 
eastridé. 
" It ig the site of the first normal school on 
‘Iilinois soil. 

Jt is a town where the size of the average 
family indicates a prevalence of Roosevelt 
pideas, 
whe is the home of a man who went from a 


- farm to Chicago to make some of the quick- 


est and most profitable read estate turns ever 
transacted on the lake front.

‘gown in the world. 
* Tt is the home of Amos H. Moore, the father 
Sof the Illinois State Farmers’ tustitute, and 
-who is credited with being one of the most 
“enthusiastic advocates of scientific farming 
‘in the middle west. 
In the matter of natural attractions it is 
one of the most beautiful towns in the famed 
* Rock river region. 
> It je the center of a great Illinois farming 
“commumity, where farmers believe in ad- 
-yanced ideas of every kind, in good roads, 
nd blooded stock, and back up their ideas 
‘with their money. 


Inherited from Buffalo Grove. 


* It would be unfair to Buffalo Grove, a 
‘Jittie town nearby, not to say that many of 
these honors belong to the ancient place on 
which the winds of over a half century have 
left only sufficient shingles and siding to 
mark the site of a once prosperous pioneer 
village. Polo really grew out of Buffalo 
-Grove, and about all that may be said of 
the place with the short name originated in 
“the old settlement, where hundreds of Illi- 
mois pioneers took up their first habitation. 
It was Senator Applington, who used to sit 
on the rail fences in and about the vicinity 
of Buffalo Grove and talk politics and whittle 
sticks with Abraham Lincoln, who started 
and named the new town, and incidentally 
*set the pace for Buffalo Grove'srapid decay. 
"This happened when the Illinois Central built 
‘jts main line through Ogle county and left 
‘Buffalo Grove. a mile or more off its right 
of way. Some of the old houses were moved 
to the railroad. Few of those that remained 
= — old site have been left by the ravages 
of time. 


Mrs. Chatfield’s Equestrianship. 
The old timers in this locality all remem 
Adelaide Chatfield. Here still stands in 
house. in which the mother of the dis- 
“tinguished Lake Forest resident lived years 
‘agg. Adelaide Chatfield had the reputation 
of being the most accomplishec bareback 
_rider in all northern Illinois. She was ac- 
customed to mount a mettlesome Morgan 
“mare, choosing to have a foot on either side, 


and to skim the prairies in search of the 
cows, which she brought home with never 
failing. regularity. The young woman, so 
the pioneers bay, was given to singing while 
she rode, so that everybody in the settlement 
knew , when milking time at the Chatfield 
home came. 

Another of the weather beaten houses that 
still mark the location of Buffalo Grove was 
the birthplace of the Barber boys. One of 
these boys in recent years went from a farm 
im Ogle/county to Chicago, where he en- 
gineered a real estate deal that cleaned up 
for him $100,000 in a single year. His hold- 
ings were, and some of them still are, on the 
lake front. .After Polo got a start the 
Barber family built a more substantial home 
in Polo, the old birthplace being abandoned. 
Still later a Chicago house mover wheeled to 
an adjoining lot the once pretentious dwell-| 
ing, and thére now stands in its place one of 
the most costly residences in Illinois. This is 
maintained by one of the Barber boys, anda 
brother has built another on a like magnifi- 
cent scale on an adjoining lot. 


Afraid‘of Indians. 
Buffalo Grove and Polo together are richin 


historic lore that greatly adds to the interest |} , 


of the locality. Some of the oldest settlers 
located at the grove, a thick belt of timber, 
through which no one dared to pass lest he be 
scalped by the Indians. The only man who 
had the hardihood to undertake such a thing 
was’ one William Durley, who now fills a 
lonely grave that is now seen from the public 
road, and around which several generations 
of pioneers have kept building fences. Dur- 
ley was brave enough to make the start, but 
his mutilated body was found by the settlers 
and given the burial noted. The burying spot 
has og re preserved as a sort of historic land- 
mark. 

The locality is noted for some of the flercest 
church fights that have ever been brought off 
on Illinois soil. When Buffalo Grove was in 
its early days, the people worshiped in a 
little frame building that stillvetands. The 
women’s sewing circle bought a bell for the 
edifice, and about this there were several 
contentions quite heated in character. At 
one time one faction of the church sold the 
bell to a Polo congregation, but the other 
side removed the pealer from its hangings 
and buried it. For long months its hiding 
place remained unrevealed. 

The Presbyterians have a building in Polo 
in which there was a long and bitter fight 
over the employment as pastor of a known 
secret society man. One day one of the fac- 
tions locked the other out, and that was-the 
beginning of a legal fight that lasted severa] 
years. 


Handsome Homes of Farmers. 


Another feature of Polo is the unusually 
large number of palatial residences that have 
been erected by retired farmers. All of them 
have amassed fortunes from tilling the soil 
and have moved into town, although some of 
them are still farmers. Among these resi- 
dences are to be found fine effects in archi- 
tecture, and many of them have been planned 
by the owners themselves. The business men 
have erected a number of fine homes, among 
them that of Leavett Moore attracting a 
great deal of attention. 

One of the most interesting characters of 
the town is 'Squire D. M. Leal, who has been 
a police magistrate in Polo for the last four- 
teen years, and today is actively conducting 


his office, although he lacks but four yearsof | 


being a centenarian. He was formerly a 


sheriff in New York. 


Prospers Without Saloons. 


Polo is located on the Burlington and the 
Illinois Central railroads, and is about three. 
hours from Chicago. In the matter of local 
improvements and progressiveness it is a 
standing refutation of the oft repeated 
charge that only saloon towns are progrese- 
ive. Polo hasn't had a saloon for years and 
there id no such thing as revenue from 
licenses, yet the streets are wide, solid pav- 
ing and cement walks line the avenue for 
miles. The stord buildings are far above 
the average, and there are fine lighting and 
water works systems. 
There is no race suicide in the Illinois town 
in which Jay Gould wanted to set up business. 
e families are large—so large that it was 
found .necessary to build one of the most 
capacious and substantial public school 
buildings that has ever been undertaken by 
any city of-its size. Polo began early to 
educate. Th¢ first normal seminary for 
women to root in the state was estab- 
lished at Buffald Grove by John Frisbie, , 
who was educated at Albany, N. Y., and who

“ Looking a person full in the face is a fine art. If done 
well it is the most effective weapon known to woman. It is 
good for a heart conquest every time. But if done badly there 
is an awkward moment during which neither knows what to 
say or how to begin. Then the woman removes her stare 


and the conversation goes on. a“ 
Look a Person in the Face. 


“The art-of looking a person in the face lies in looking 
at the entire face, all in one kindly sweep. Do not look right 
into a pergon’s eyes, for this is uncomfortable. There is noth- 
ing quite so disagreeable as having a person look you right In 
the eyes. It is disconcerting, even to those who have good 
nerves, and to those who are weak in the nerves it is posi- 
tively trying. : 

“Never try to look into the pupils of a person’s eyes; 
never attempt to look at the eye itself; never lean forward 
and look a person full in the face; never open your eyes widely 
in a stare when talking to a person. 

“ These are sure little tricks of the eyes that are possessed 
by many persons, yet which are far from fascinating. Have 
you not known people who, in conversation, had a habit of 
lifting the eyebrows and lowering them, and who did it fre- 
quently. At first it was almost uncanny to see those eye- 
brows rising and falling, while the eyes grew large and small 
alternately. 

“The person who sits and stares at you when you are 
talking or during pauses in the conversation is the one who 
does not know how to use the eyes well. Few people have 
eyes of the same size, and when they sit and stare at you 
they display the defects vividly. Have you not seen a 
strained too-wide-awake look in a woman’s face while she 
leaned forward and with bated breath listened-and stared. 
And have you not noticed how, all the time, one eye was 
wider open than/ the other, and how the defect was brought 
cruelly to light by this staring operation?

“stere are a few things which the girl with small eyes 
must learn. She must realize that all cannot have pretty 
eyes and that the girl whose eyes are not pretty has a beauty 
lesson before her in the shape of the correct management of 
her eyes. 

“The girl whose eyes are small must learn to use them 
effectively. If they are of the little winking sort she must

They get into the 
habit of doing so and they cannot break themselves of it. It 
is like a twitching of the eyes and it gets to be distressing. 
That it is disfiguring there is little doubt, if you have ever 
watched a person who winks too much. i 
“The girl with the little eyes should kearn how to lower 
them effectively. She should learn how to flash them just 
a little, and she should learn how to look out of what some 
one calls the tail of the eye. 


- Using the Eyes Well. 


“ But the girl with small eyes should not ‘try to languish * 


with them. She should remember and keep constantly in 
mind the thought that her eyes’ are not beautiful to look 
upon, and that when she sits in dreamy gaze ¢he sight is not 
an inspiring one. It is more apt to look as though she were 
in the dumps. 

“The girl with the big dreamy eyes, on the other hand, 
can sit and gaze afar and look perfectly beautiful. 
be a Saint Cecilia by simply lifting her eyes and looking 
toward the ceiling, and by lowering them she can look like 
a Madonna sitting on the walls of an old Italian church. 

“It is easy for the girl with big dreamy eyes to learn how 
to use those eyes effeciively. But it is the woman with me- 
dium sized eyes or the eyes that are undersizéd who has the 
task before her. 

“A beauty specialist recently advertised in London that 
he could enlarge the size of the eves, and to him flocked 
society women in great numbers. He took their money and 
filled his contract. They all came away, after a two months’ 
course of treatment, with eyes that were much larger than 
before. . 

*“ But do you know how he did it? He took them hand 
and began massaging the face. Then he advised a course of 
diet; and finally he made them take violent physical exercise. 
All the while he was reducing the cheeks by massage. 

*“‘ As the cheeks became thinner and the flesh was reduced 
from the body, the patient became hollow eyed, go to speak, 
and the eyes grew larger, for there is no doubt that the lids 
and the brows do fatten with the rest of the face. 

“The question of bags under the eyes is another matter 
entirely. Bags are produced by many causes. Probably the 
most frequent cause of bags under the eyes is dissipation. 
People who work nights usually have these eye sacs, and 
those who must read late at night have them, as well as 
those who dissipate. 

_ “ But it often happens that persons, especially women, 
have the eye sac when they do not work at night, nor read 
late, nor yet dissipate. In this case it is almost always due 
to a disordered organism, and often the sacs are directly 
traceahle to kidney trouble of some sort, which will give 
the eye sac. ; 

“It is a mistake for the girl whose eyes are small to try 
to make them expressive by placing shadows under them. 
The pencil shows plainly, and, in the day time at least, it fs 
not considered refined. Besides, for permanent use, there 
must be something that will not wear off. The eyes must be 
enlarged or deepened by natural methods, not by the use of
